Navy Heads Cite Need 


of Promotion Reform 


With strong sentiment for a thorough 
investigation of the selection system pre- 
vailing among members of the Senate 
and House naval committees, Congress 
will convene Monday for sessions ex 
pected to last through Spring. 


Meanwhile, Secretary of the Navy 
Swanson officially endorsed the Vinson 
personnel bill, which athough prepared 
by the Bureau of Navigation, had not 
hithertofore received formal Depart 
mental recognition. The Secretary, com 
menting on the officer personnel situation 
in his annual report, made public this 
week, declared that the bill is “of great 
importance to the service,” was designed 
“to improve the adverse conditions” con 
fronting officers who fail of selection, and 
“should improve the morale of the officer 
personnel of the Navy.” 

The Department is expected to seek 
early passage of this measure to allay 
dissatisfaction with the present system 
existing in the Service and Congress. 
Whether such a measure—actually not 
dealing with selection fundamentally 
is pushed through or whether the whole 
promotion question receives a rigorous 
going over will depend upon the pressure 
within the naval committees in favor of 
a complete study. Considerable sentiment 
does exist for investigation of the whole 
problem, judging from letters received by 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 

More than a dozen members of the 
naval committees, responding to an invi 
tation to express their views on the sub 
ject, favor an investigation. In addition 
to those whose views have already been 
published, Senator Guy M. Gillette, D., of 
lowa, a member of the Senate Naval 
Committee, Representative J. G. Serug 
ham? D., of N. J., and Representative 
Ralph O. Brewster, R., of Me., members

Increase in Pay Rates 
Proposed by Swanson 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson in 
formed President Roosevelt this week in 
his annual report on the state of the Navy 
that “inadequate pay is occasioning dis 
comfort and hardship to naval personnel 
of all ranks but particularly to the 
younger officers and enlisted men.” 


Calling attention to the absence of any 
material increase in Navy pay rates over 
the past 30 years during which time the 
living scale has mounted steadily, Secre 
tary Swanson recommended that the pay 
bills proposed by the Joint Service boards 
of 1929 and 1980 be enacted. His recom- 
mendation on the question of pay levels, 
was identical with the statement of Rear 
Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, in his annual re 
port to the Secretary, also published this 
week, 

“As noted in my report for the pre 
ceding fiscal year, the pay of officers of 
the Navy is on the average but approxi 
mately 10% over their pay under the Act 
of 1908, and that of enlisted men approxi 
mately 35%,” they stated “The cost of 
living has increased 80% meantime and 
at this writing is visibly rising. The pay 
of Federal and State officials has largely 
increased and standards of civilian pay 
and wages have advanced. The services 
rendered by the personnel of the Navy 
ure presumably as valuable to the nation 
now as in 1908. The recognition afforded 
these services under the monetary stand- 
ards and equivalents of that date should 
be similarly accorded today. At present 
inadequate pay is occasioning discomfort 
and hardship to Naval personnel of all 
ranks but particularly to the younger 
officers and enlisted men. To the credit 
of the Service, the morale and efficiency 
of its personnel remain high despite this 
inadequacy of pay, but fairness and 
equity warrant a proper adjustment of 
pay schedules. The reports of the Joint 
Service Pay Board in 1929 and of the Pay 
Personnel Bourd in 1930 are still general 
ly applicable. Measures along the lines 
recommended by these boards are urged.” 
No Reenlistment Bonus Recommendation 

Secretary Swanson did not recommend 
restoration of the reenlistment allowance, 
a proposal he has made in each of his 
previous annual reports during the time 
he has headed the Navy Department 
Admiral Andrews, however, did urge that 
the bonus be allowed, stating : 

In recent years, since the Keonomy Act, the 
reenlistment allowance for enlisted men, al 
though definitely authorized by law, has been 
denied annually by legislation in one form 
or another. This allowance not only encour 
ages reenlistment but forms an increment of 
pay which enlisted men for years prior to the 
EKeonomy Act had received if continuing their 
service from one enlistment to another. Its 
restoration is recommended 

Personnel Increase Urged 

An increase in officer and enlisted per- 
sonnel was urged by the Secretary. He 
stated:

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Increases in Nation’s Armaments Approved by News Editors 


World-wide war news has so occupied the editorial pages of the daily papers, 
that the editors of the nation’s press have begun a consideration of the national 
defenses of the United States, and excerpts from papers all over the country show 
au decided trend toward an active interest in things of a military nature. 

It is significant to note that a desire for national preparedness as an assurance 
ugainst war has been clearly evident. 


The Worcester, Mass., 7'clegram, commenting, says, “Several peace organizations 
complain that America’s policy in the Far East is controlled by our Navy. That fear 
has apparently not been justified by events to date. Neither President Roosevelt or 
Secretary Hull has shown a tendency to permit the admirals, or the generals either, 
to direct our foreign affairs. 

“The pacifists and disarmament advocates have much to learn from happenings 
in the last half-dozen years. Weak and helpless countries have been invaded. The 
lack of powerful armies and navies brought no peace and security to China, Ethiopia, 
or Spain. It is true, of course, that preparedness brought no peace to Italy or to 
Japan. We have proof now of the theory that the possession of a superior army or 
a superior navy is a temptation to the possessor. But we have equal proof that an 
unprepared nation by its very unpreparedness incites aggression against itself.” 


The Indianapolis, Ind., News, injects the recently discovered case of sabotage 
aboard a naval vessel into the picture, and says, “It has not been disclosed whether 
the Navy has apprehended or identified the vandals guilty of this crime. There is a 
possibility that the trouble was caused by ‘over-zealous’ citizens of some other country, 
or radicals desiring to weaken the defensive power of the United States, in which 
case expediency might counsel the secret handling of the culprits. But apparently 
the Navy has not been able to fasten the blame on any one with such assurance that 
it can prosecute and punish. Until this is done, the offenders, emboldened by success, 
ure likely to try to repeat. The Navy can be depended upon to protect itself in due 
time, but the reports are disquieting.” 


The Boston, Mass., /erald, advocating an adequate Navy, and quoting James 
Roosevelt's statement that a “second best navy can protect nothing, neither a country 
or a budget,” continues, “Americans realize that the recent humiliations of England 
have been due to the impairment of her naval and air forces. There is a belief that 
the dictatorships abroad are a threat to the United States, that somehow we may 
hecome involved in «a war precipitated by a dictatorial country or by Japan. The 
people understand, too, that we now have vast commercial interests abroad and that 
we now require not only a first class merchant marine but a fleet that will compel 
respect for essential American rights. 

“Admiral William D. Leahy, chief of naval operations, voiced the fear of many 
when he said in his Navy Day speech that “we cannot know when or from what 
direction the enemy will appear.” Americans are reconciled to expenditures which 
would appear to guarantee that whatever conflicts we engage in will be far from 
our own shores.”

General Pershing Returns 

General John J. Pershing, General of 
the Armies, was accorded an intimate 
reception by a group of former staff of- 
ficers and associates when he arrived 
in New York, Thursday, Armistice Day, 
aboard the United States Liner Wash- 
ington, after completing the second phase 
of his duties in connection with the 
World War—establishment of battle 
memorials in France. 

When the Washington arrived at 
Quarantine it was boarded by Col. James 
L. Collins of the Second Corps Area gen- 
eral staff, representing Maj. Gen. Frank 
R. McCoy, commanding the Second Corps 
Area, and by Warren Pershing, General 
Pershing’s son. Colonel Collins was long 
Aide de Camp of General Pershing. As 
the liner passed up the harbor, a nine- 
teen-gun battle salute was fired from 
Governors Island. General Pershing was 
greeted at the pier by General McCoy 
and by other former staff officers and 
associates, among whom will be repre- 
sentatives of the Organized Reserves, 
the National Guard and the American 
Legion. 

Members of General Pershing’s staff 
during the war in France who greeted 
him, besides General McCoy and Colonel 
Collins, were Maj.

Engineers in Far East War 

As the war in the Far East progresses, 
Engineer services of the two armies come 
into greater prominence. 

The Japanese Engineer Corps is divided 
into two branches, much as was the Amer- 
ican Corps during the World War. The 
combat Engineer Corps is comprised of 
1 Engineer battalion to each regular army 
division. This combat Engineer battalion 
has a personnel of 375 men. 

The Japanese Engineer officers are 
trained at Matsudo, in the Chibu section, 
about 15 miles outside of Tokyo. 


The duties of the combat engineers is 
to clear roads, remove obstacles, make 
demolitions and aid in laying out defen- 
sive positions. 

The combat engineers also are charged 
with building and maintaining bridges. 
either permanent or ponton. The combat 
engineer organization also provides for 
the addition of special ponton bridge com- 
panies to the divisional organization. 
Light foot bridges are also a specialty 
with this branch of the Japanese Engi- 
neer Corps. 

Outside of this combat engineer corps, 
the Japanese have, as we had during 
the war, certain engineer organizations 
charged primarily with construction jobs, 
water supplies, roads, railroads, saw- 
mills, light plants and other work of 
like character. 

As far as can be determined, the 
Chinese have no organized engineer corps, 
as compared to the Japanese. They do, 
of course, have engineer units. Obser- 
vers, in studying the defense so far 
erected by the Chinese, are confident that 
the officers directing the erection of these 
defenses are either Germans or Chinese 
officers trained by Germans. The type 
and system of defenses, concrete pill- 
boxes, concentric lines of barbed wire, 
mined fields and roads and staggered ma- 
chine gun emplacements, point definitely 
to German engineering. It will be re- 
membered that there has been a German 
advisory board to the Nanking govern- 
ment, 

Engineering work in the warfare so 
far has been principally that of the Jap- 
anese. Clearing barbed wire entangle- 
ments erected by the Chinese in their 
earlier lines of defense, erecting roads 
and bridges over the mine-torn and canal- 
lined fields after the Chinese retreat and 
clearing up debris in captured sectors. 
This entailed a vast amount of sanitary 
work to eliminate disease breeding spots. 
The re-establishment of lines of communi- 
cation, water supplies, power lines and 
roads and railroads behind the lines will 
prove a major job and will require a great 
deal of time and material, some of which 
may not be so easily obtained. 

Good roads in China are comparatively 
rare, latest reports giving only 87,000 
miles of hard surfaced roads. There are 
more miles of paved roads than that in 
the city of New York alone. This leaves 
all the rest of China’s roads to clay, sand, 
gravel and crushed rock construction 
There types are responsible, for the al- 
most complete bogging-down of the mili- 
tary machines of the two nations, in the 
rainy season. 

The drainage canal and ditch ques- 
tion is the most pertinent to the Japanese 
at the present time in moving troops 
overland, in the Shanghai area and 
around the Yellow River. These ditches 
are from fifteen to twenty feet across, 
and in the rainy season, water gathers in 
them to the depth of from eight to ten 
feet. The Japanese have used foot bridges 
to a great extent in crossing these so far, 
although ponton bridges have been 
brought into play over the wider ditches.

Preservation of Paul Jones House 

Last Spring the Naval Historical 
Foundation was appealed to by the 
Fredericksburg, Va., Chapter of the 
D. A. R. to aid them in the purchase, 
restoration and preservation of the one 
time residence of John Paul Jones in 
Fredericksburg. The historic association 
of Jones with this house was set forth 
on page 77 of the ArMy AND Navy 
JourNAL of Oct. 30, 1987. The D, A. R. 
ladies offered to provide permanent 
custodianship for the house and to open 
it as a shrine after its purchase and re- 
storation. 

The owner of the house had previously 
put a price of $17,000 on it, when ap- 
proached, but was not pressed for funds 
nor anxious to sell. More recently the 
wishing out of a bridge had resulted 
in a movement to change the location of 
the bridge and re-route the main traflic 
lane for Richmond-Washington travel 
through the town. “Route 1” would then 
pass directly by the Paul Jones house 
and the owner’s price was at once raised 
to $30,000. He declared his intention of 
tearing down the house and erecting a 
gasoline filling station on the site. 

A few members of the Naval Historical 
Foundation were informed of the general 
situation. They were appealed to for 
sufficient funds with which to obtain an 
option on the property at a reasonable 
price. Meantime negotiations with the 
owner were undertaken by a few patri- 
otic-minded citizens of Fredericksburg— 
notably Mr. John T. Goolrick who had 
himself independently started a move- 
ment to salvage the house, not knowing 
of the efforts of the D. A, R. and the 
Foundation. When so informed he very 
kindly co-operated. Mr. A. B. Young, a 
real estate agent also co-operated most 
helpfully on a basis of receiving no com- 
mission. 

Mr. John L. Senior, a member of the 
Foundation, showed great interest and 
generosity in the project. He offered to 
under-write the project for $5,000, and 
to aid in raising the total funds neces- 
sary for purchase and restoration; a 
local architect, Mr. P. N. Stern having 
estimated the cost of restoration at be- 
tween $5,000 and $10,000. With this 
great encouragement sufficient cash was 
solicited with which to buy an option or 
to make a first payment on a purchase. 
Mr. Senior advanced $1,000 as a loan 
against his underwriting and Admiral 
H. R. Stark gave $500 and lent $500 more 
to the same end. 

In September a five months option 
was obtained on the property giving the 
Foundation the right to buy the house 
for $14,500, of which $2,000 was to be 
paid on closing the deal, $4,000 more to 
be paid six months later and the balance 
within two years. The right to buy the 
adjoining house at $5,000 within two 
years was also included in the terms. 

The Foundation is now engaged in 
raising funds for the project, the total 
requirements being as follows:

Army Officer Increase 

The War Department's proposal to in- 
crease the authorized strength of the 
commissioned personnel of the Army is 
expected to have a fair chance of enact- 
ment before the close of the regular ses- 
sion of Congress. Senator Sheppard, 
chairman of the Senate Military Commit- 
tee, is, as he announced in last week’s 
ARMY AND Navy JourNaAL, planning to 
give the subject a thorough study. Sena- 
tor Sheppard's interest in the subject has 
been evidenced in past years, particularly 
in 1934 when he sponsored a resolution 
looking toward a complete study of the 
personnel situation, 


It is understood that the administra- 
tion approved measure, now reposing in 
the Senate Military Committee and in the 
Speaker of the House's office awaiting the 
reopening of Congress, is practically the 
same as that explained to the House 
Appropriations committee last March by 
General Malin Craig, Chief of Staff, and 
by Maj. Gen, E. T. Conley, The Adjutant 
General of the Army, Pertaining solely to 
commissioned strength without reference 
to enlisted strength, virtually the only 
change has been to eliminate the time ele- 
ment from the bill itself and to make it 
a flat authorization bill to increase the 
officer strength to 14,459. 

Distribution of Officers 

It is considered probable, however, that 
should the measure be adopted the De- 
partment would seek funds to carry it 
out on a five-year basis similar to that 
explained to the Appropriations commit- 
tee by General Conley last year. No in- 
crease in general officers would be pro- 
vided, but the promotion list strength 
would be increased to 12,599 and the non- 
promotion list to 1,793, making a total 
strength, together with the 67 general 
otlicers, of 14,450, The promotion list in- 
crease would be reached in accordance 
with the table presented by General Con- 
ley as follows:

Stimulation of Promotion 


The stimulation such a program would 
afford to promotion is evident from the 
table, for with the field grades increased 
by more than 800 officers there would be 
an immediate pushing upward in all 
such grades. However, with sentiment 
existing now in some quarters that the 
present distribution gives more field offi- 
cers than can be advantageously utilized, 
there is more than a slight possibility 
that there may be a move to cut down the 
percentages in the upper grades, 

The bulk of the proposed increase 
would go to the Air Corps, General Craig 
having told the Appropriations that he 
plans to assign 2,092 of the increase to the 
Air arm. 

In the 1934 hearings, when Representa- 
tive Thompson sought to increase the offi- 
cer strength to 14,063, the proposal was 
endorsed by General John J. Pershing, 
General of the Armies, former Secretary 
of War Baker, the then Secretary of War 
Dern, General Douglas MacArthur, who 
was Chief of Staff, and by numerous 
influential members of Congress.

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Addresses Jewish War Veterans 
“ To break down adequate armed de- 
fenses in these days is to invite war, Col. 
Alva J. Brasted, chief of chaplains of 
the Army, declared in an Armistice Day 
address over the National Broadcasting 
network under the auspices of New War 
Veterans of the United States, Nov. 7. 

Excerpts from his address follow: 

My comrades of the Jewish War Veterans 
of the United States, well may you with joy 
and pride celebrate this armistice occasion. 
Yours is a distinguished service record that 
speaks for itself. We shall not forget that 
some two hundred and twenty-five or two 
hundred and fifty thousand American Jews 
served the armed forces of the United States 
during the World War, and that the total 
number of American Jewish casualties ex- 
ceeded fourteen thousand and that twenty- 
eight hundred made the supreme sacrifice, 

On this Armistice Day we shall celebrate 
that memorable occasion when the World 
War ended, but we must and will do some- 
thing more than to rejoice that peace is 
ours. May we rededicate ourselves to the 
cause of a peace that is lasting and 
righteous. We must do our part to safeguard 
America against war and to advance the 
cause of World Peace. 

We can not advance this cause by leaving 
our nation defenseless. To break down ade- 
quate armed defenses in these days is to in 
vite war. We must strike at the root causes 
of war, among which are envy, selfishness 
and hate. The hope of the world lies in 
character, the character that is motivated by 
the spiritual dynamic which constrains men 
to dwell together as good neighbors and true 
friends, 

It is our obligation to do our part to build 
into the personalities of men and nations this 
character which will insure peace. We must 
advance the cause of understanding, good 
fellowship, toleration, friendship, justice and 
good will and love. To effect lasting peace 
we must have something more than the great 
inventions of today, something more than a 
knowledge of science something more than 
national laws and International treaties. To 
effect peace might must be subordinated to 
justice and truth, To effect peace there must 
be rightness of mind and of heart, for out 
of the heart are the issues of life. 





Mechanized FA Batteries 
Activated 
As a result of recommendations re- 
cently made to the War Department two 
additional firing batteries of the Ist 
Battalion, 68th Field Artillery, were acti- 


vated with appropriate ceremonies on 
Nov. 1, at Ft. Knox, Ky. According to 
Brig. Gen. Daniel Van Voorhis, Com- 


manding Officer at Ft. Knox, this ex- 
pansion reflects the growing realization 
of the importance of artillery fire sup- 
port within the Seventh Cavalry Brigade 
(Mechanized). 

The ceremonies included the presen- 
tation of new guidons to Batteries C and 
I), the new organizations, the assignment 
of officers and enlisted men thereto, the 
announcement of a large number of pro- 
motions in the non-commissioned grades, 
and short talks by the Battalion Com- 
mander, Lt, Col. Marshall Magruder, and 
Col. Bruce Palmer, Commanding the 1st 
Cavalry, who represented the Brigade 
Commander, Brig. Gen. Daniel Van Voor- 
his, unavoidably absent. The concluding 
event was a salute fired by the oldest 
members of the battalion, manning the 
howitzers of Batteries A and B, in honor 
of the new Batteries, C and D. 





Asst. Chief of Air Corps 


In its summary of the Chiefs and 
Assistant Chiefs of branches whose 
tours of duty expire during the next 
year, the ARMy AND Navy JourNnat last 
week gave July 1, 19388 as the expira- 
tion of the tour of Brig. Gen. A. W. 
Robins as Assistant Chief of Air Corps. 
Actually General Robins’ tour does not 
expire until Jan. 31, 1939, although he 
does rank from July 1, 1934 and the 
latter date appears after his name in 
the Army List and Directory. The tour 
of General Robins’ predecessor expired 
July 1, 1934, but General Robins was 
not appointed until some six months 
later. 


White House Functions 


For the first time since before the 
World War the War Department is this 
year listing the Special Evening Dress 
uniform as the prefered uniform for 
wear at the annual Army-Navy reception 
at the White House, The annual recep- 
tion will be held Feb, 17, 1988. The Dress 
uniform is list as second preference and 
the Service uniform with boots or leg- 
gins as third preference. 

The full text of the Adjutant General’s 
letter, issued this week, on the subject 
of requirements for calls, receptions and 
other functions at the White House, fol- 
lows: 

1, The letter from this office AG 335.26 Wash- 
ington, ID. C. (10-12-37) Mise. M-OCS, dated 
October 13, 1937, Subject: Calls at the White 
House by Officers of the Army stationed in 
the District of Columbia, is rescinded and the 
following substituted therefor: 

a. It is customary for officers of the Army 
on duty in Washington, to leave cards for 
themselves, their wives and children who are 
of age, at the White House, once each year, 
between September 15 and December 1. 

b. Lists for invitations to functions at the 
White House are made from those who have 
left cards between the dates mentioned in (a), 
but in order to be included on any list, the 
residence address must appear on the cards 
left at the White House. Cards should be left 
after each change of address. 

ec, Cards may be left at the front door of the 
White House by merely driving in and hand- 
ing them to the doorman, 

2. The letter from this office AG 335.26 (1- 
14-37) Mise. M-OCS, dated January 14, 1937, 
Subject: Uniform for Army-Navy Reception 
in the White House, Tuesday, February 9, 
1937, is rescinded and the following substi- 
tuted therefor: 

a. Officers of the Army on the active list 
who receive invitations to the annual Army- 
Navy Reception at the White House, except 
White House aides, on duty at the reception, 
will wear one of the following uniforms, pref- 
erence being given to the order in which they 
are listed: 

Special evening dress uniform 
Dress uniform 
Service uniform with boots or leggins. 

b. Medals and decorations will be worn. 
Sabres will not be carried. Dress gloves, 
white, will be worn. Aiguillettes may be worn 
as prescribed on any of the above uniforms 
by those authorized to wear them. 

ec, Retired officers may either wear uniform 
as specified in (a) or civilian evening dress 
with miniature medals and decorations. 

d. Except as indicated in (a), the service 
uniform will not be worn to a social function 
at the White House 

e, Invitations to the annual Army-Navy Re- 
ception do not include house guests. 

3. The letter from this office AG 421 (1-14- 
37) Mise. M-OCS, dated January 14, 1937, Sub- 
ject: Character of dress to be worn at the 
White House, is rescinded and the following 
substituted therefor: 

a. When invited to the White House by Mrs. 
Roosevelt to an afternoon tea or similar func- 
tion, the blue dress uniform or appropriate 
civilian suit may be worn. Dark or white 
civilian suit depending on the season of the 
year, are considered appropriate. 

b. When invited by The President and Mrs, 
Roosevelt to a dinner or other evening fune- 
tion, either the special evening dress uniform 
or civilian full dress will be worn, If the 
civilian full dress is worn, miniature decora- 
tions and medals may be worn. 

ec. On certain occasions the Military Aide to 
The President may recommend that a special 
type of uniform be worn to some certain funce- 
tion at the White House. In such case all 
concerned will be notified in advance,

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Army Buys 124 Planes 


Assistant Secretary of War Johnson 
announced this week that the War De- 
partment had ordered 95 basic combat 
planes and spare parts of a total value 
of $1,490,972.96, from North American 
Aviation Inc., of Inglewood, Calif. The 
order was placed by taking advantage 
of an option in a procurement contract 
now in effect with this company. The 
purchase of these additional planes re- 
sults in a considerable reduction in the 
price per plane. 


The basic combat airplane is a low- 
wing cabin monoplane, with tubular 
steel, fabric covered fuselage and metal 
wings and stabilizers. It is equipped 
with flaps to act as air brakes on land- 


ing; a retractable landing gear to de- 
crease head resistance in flight; and 


likewise with an automatic controllable 
pitch propeller. It is powered by a Pratt 


and Whitney single-row radial engine 
of 550 h.p. furnished by the Govern- 


ment. This plane has comparatively low 
landing speed and should be able to 
operate from small unimproved landing 
fields, thus making it an excellent plane 
for use as a courier plane. While not 
specifically designed for observation 
work, it can be used for that purpose 
if necessary. It carries a crew of two, 
has a two-way radio, all necessary in- 


struments, landing lights, ete., and is 
provided with necessary fittings for 


mounting an aerial camera. Its primary 
use, however, is in courier service. 


It was also announced that the De- 
partment had awarded a supplemental 
contract to the Douglas Aircraft Com- 
pany of Santa Monica, Calif., for 26 
additional Model A-17-A_ attack air- 
planes at a cost of $654,155.90. These 
new planes are in addition to similar 
aircraft now being built for the army 
by this company. These planes will be 
constructed at the factory of the North- 
rop Corporation, Inglewood, Californa, 
a subsidiary of the Douglas Company. 


They are low-wing monoplanes, with 
provision for a crew of two—pilot and 
gunner—and powered by a Pratt & 
Whitney two-row engine developing 
more than 750 horsepower, furnished by 
the Government. The plane is capable of 
cruising over 220 miles per hour and 


of maintaining that speed for eight 
hours. It carries four fixed .30-caliber 


und one flexible .30-caliber guns, and is 
designed to house 20 small bombs in- 
ternally to 4 or larger type swung outside.

tain Adkins, with utter disregard of his own 
safety, succeeded in stopping the assault and 
expediting the departure of the assailant, 
This, however, was not accomplished before 
one of the members of the party had beep 
killed and the others, including himself, had 
been wounded.” 


“Benjamin T. Anuskewicz, Major then Cap- 
tain, Chemical Warfare Reserve, United States 
Army. For heroism displayed on the night 
of July 7-8, 1935, at Oxford, New York, while 
serving as Company Commander of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps Company No, 
1282, Camp 8-68, A cloudburst occurred which 
resulted in a disastrous and destructive flood, 
Major Anuskewicz, realizing the dangers to 
life and property, organized his command to 
patrol the roads in the area surrounding the 
camp in order to warn automobilists of 
washed-out bridges and the inhabitants likely 
to be endangered by the flood, and to rescue 
those who had not been warned in time. When 
the bridge over Geneganstlet Creek was 
washed out, Major Anuskewicz, disregarding 
his own safety, plunged into the raging cur- 
rent, and, after much difficulty, swam to the 
opposite shore in time to notify the occupants 
of several cars that the bridge had collapsed.”

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Hits Shipbuilding Delays 

Delays in the construction of new ships 
and in their joining the Fleet after com- 
missioning were hit by Admiral William 
D. Leahy, Chief of Naval Operations, in 
his annual report to the Secretary, made 
public this week. 

Admiral Leahy joined Secretary Swan- 
son in criticizing the delays in the ship- 
building program as the result of strikes, 
late deliveries of materials, changes in 
design, etc. He went further and com- 
mented on his dissatisfaction with the 
excessive length of time between the com- 
missioning of ships and their entrance 
into the Fleet. 

“Twenty-five new destroyers have been 
commissioned during the year,” he said, 
“However, only two new destroyers joined 
the Fleet during that time. It is hoped 
that a large number of these new destroy- 
ers will join the Fleet during the fiscal 
year 1938,” 

Excerpts from the Chief of Naval Op- 
erations’ report follow: 

The Chief of Naval Operations is not satis- 
fled with the delays in the completion of new 
ships built either by navy yards or by private 
contractors and with the length of time taken 
between commissioning and finally joining 
the Fleet as active units. 

One heavy cruiser and nine ten-thousand- 
ton light cruisers are under construction. 
Several improvements in armament of the 
Wichita have delayed its completion date. All 
of the program has been delayed by strikes, 
late delivery of materials, insufficient drafting 
force, and necessary changes during construc- 
tion. 

The delivery of the aircraft carrier York- 
town is delayed due to defective reduction 
gears, which must be replaced before that 
ship will be ready to join the Fleet as an 
active unit. 

Fifty-three destroyers, Nos, 356-408 inclu- 
sive, have been under construction, Of these 
the Drayton (DD 366) and Lamson (DD 367) 
have joined the Fleet. Twenty-three of these 
vessels have been delayed in joining the Fleet 
by strikes, late delivery of material, and nec- 
essary changes during construction, 

Personnel Shortage 

Reporting a lack of personnel in ships 
of the Fleet, Admiral Leahy said that 
with the 100,000 enlisted strength pro- 
vided last year it was necessary to com- 
promise on the allowances of the vessels. 
He continued : 

The Chief of Naval Operations is of the 
opinion that when, in accordance with the 
approved Naval Policy, the composition of the 
Fleet is estabiished, it is essential that pro- 
vision be made for adequately manning the 
ships. The fighting efficiency of a Navy is 
dependent upon the personnel, both officers 
and men, who man it, and under-manned 
ships are always at a disadvantage. There- 
fore, with the entry into service of the new 
ships now authorized and being built, it is 
necessary that appropriate increases in the 
personnel be obtained, 


Communication Officers 

A shortage of communication officers 
was also reported by the Chief of Opera- 
tions. Declaring that the modernization 
of Fleet radio material has progressed 
according to schedule and that “many 
deficiencies” which still exist will be cor- 
rected as rapidly as funds and develop- 
ments in radio permit, Admiral Leahy 
added: 

The lack of technically-trained radio officers 
remains a handicap in the efficient utilization 
of the highly complex radio installations in 
the Fleet. The course of instruction for the 
Applied Communication Group at the Post- 
graduate School has been modified to meet 
this situation, 


Fleet Training 

Discussing the training of the Fleet, the 
Operations Chief declared : 

Results of the year’s tactical training have 
again demonstrated the advantages of basing 
the major units of the U. 8S. Fleet in the same 
general operating areas. Maintenance of this 
policy is particularly important because of 
the continuing addition to the fleet of new 
vessels lacking tactical indoctrination, 

The Annual Fleet Problems should be con- 
tinued as they are of the utmost value in 
training the personnel of the Fleet. 

Each ship and aircraft in active commission 
throughout the year conducted gunnery prac- 
tices adapted to its own type, and designed 
to furnish progressive training for war. Re- 
sults of the practices were satisfactory and 
considerable progress was made in the tech- 
nique of gunnery. 








All vessels in full commission participated 
in the engineering performances to the fullest 
extent compatible with their special employ- 


ments. The reliability of the vessels of the 
Navy has improved over that of the previous 
year and this feature is being stressed in 
order that any inherent weaknesses in the 
engineering plants may be discovered and 
corrected,

Navy Promotion Reform 
(Continued from First Page) 
propriations subcommittee, urge such a 
course. In addition, both Congressmen 
Scrugham and Plumley state that they 
believe changes are needed in the present 

selection system. 

Senator Gillette declared that any 
legislation on the subject should meet 
with the approval of the great majority 
of officers and suggested that the matter 
be studied by a special board of naval 
officers. His letter stated: 

I am, of course, aware that this has been 
a matter for rather strenuous discussion, and 
that there is general feeling that some change 
should be made in the manner of advancing 
officers in grade. I have heard various pro- 
posals discussed, and am convinced that there 
is need for change in the present method. I 
am not in a position either to suggest or 
advise. Neither do I feel that any member 
of the Congress is in such a position. Any 
plan devised and adopted must be one that 
meets the approval of the great majority of 
the officers of the Navy. These men are thor- 
oughly familiar with the situation, know 
where the inequities exist and must be in a 
position to suggest such needed changes. It 
would seem to me that a special committee 
of officers should be named by the Secretary 
of the Navy, either in or out of the Judge 
Advocate General's department, to make spe- 
celal study and recommend legislation which 
they are convinced would meet with the 
approval of most of the officer personnel. 

Senator Frederick Hale, R. of Me., 
wrote: 

All methods of promotion in the Army and 
Navy are of course subject to fault finding 
especially by those who do not make the 
grade. 

If any changes are to be made in the selec- 
tive system in the Navy and Marine Corps, 
full hearings will have to be heard by the 
Navy Committees of the House and Senate 
before such changes are put into effect and 
until such hearings have been held I think 
it is better for me as a member of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee not to take any de- 
cided stand. In general, I should say that 
the present system, though perhaps not per- 
fect, has worked out fairly well. 

Both Secretary Swanson and Rear 
Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, discussed the offi- 
cer personnel situation in their annual 
reports. Both reports stated: 

The officer personnel has not kept pace with 
the enlisted personnel nor with the increase of 
the fleet by newly commissiond vessels. The 
graduating class of the Naval Academy was 
relatively small. With the usual losses 
throughout the year, the line strength re- 
mained constant, 6.341 on June 30, 1937, as 
compared with 6,340 on the preceding June 30. 
Recognizing that 7,941 line officers are neces- 
sary to man the peacetime treaty Navy now 
nearly completed, an obvious deficiency ex- 
ists, ameliorated in part by the assignment of 
aviation cadets to sea duty as they graduate 
from the Pensacola course. In consequence of 
this shortage in the number it has not been 
practicable to furnish vessels of the fleet with 
their full allowance of officers. The mainte- 
nance of the Naval Academy on a_ four- 
appointment basis is necessary to make up 
for annual losses and to provide an annual 
increment toward the increase of the line 
strength. As a further means of reducing the 
deficiency, by retaining on active duty officers 











who would otherwise under existing law pagg 
to the retired list, the enactment of the pend. 
ing legislation for the creation of a trang. 
ferred regulars list is most desirable. 

The “Naval personnel bill” (H. R. 7809) 
introduced by the Chairman of the Houge 
Committee on Naval Affairs, is believed to be 
of great importance to the service. It is the 
outcome of the General Board s study of the 
promotion system, of the consideration of 
that study by various agencies of the Depart. 
ment, and of many suggestions received, at ity 
invitation, by the Bureau of Navigation from 
individual officers. It is designed to retain, 
by the creation of a transferred regulars list, 
the active services of officers who under ex. 
isting law would retire after failure of selee. 
tion, and to improve the adverse conditions 
with which such officers are now confronted, 
Its enactment will reduce and ultimately 
make up the shortage of officers earlier dis- 
cussed, and should improve the morale of the 
officer personnel of the Navy.

OUTSTANDING IN THE NAVAL REPORTS of the week are the recommenda- 
tions of Secretary Swanson for pay revision and selection reform. The former is 
not new; its repetition is merely an underscoring of the necessity of providing a pay 
increase, particularly for the lower grades and ranks, so as to enable officers and 
men to meet the rising costs of living. The Secretary of War regards the pay situation 
of the Army precisely as does the Secretary of the Navy, and may be expected to 
urge consideration of remedial proposals quite as emphatically as his Cabinet col- 
league. In a speech this week announcing an economy program by the Administra- 
tion which would assure the balancing of the budget, the Secretary of the Treasury 
mentioned National Defense as an essential governmental activity any curtailment 
of which would not meet the approval of the people or of Congress. In making this 
statement, Mr. Morgenthau had in mind the dangerous international state of affairs, 
and the protection of our peace by a highly efficient Army and Navy and Marine Corps. 
To assure this efficiency, officers and men must be relieved from the cares which in- 
adequate pay causes, Secretary Swanson properly says that to the credit of the Naval 
Service the morale and efficiency of its personnel remain high despjte the discomfort 
and hardship suffered as a result of an increase of 80 per cent in the cost of living 
since 1908, an increase that has been met by only a 10 and 35 per cent advance respec- 
tively in the pay of officers and enlisted men. We cannot believe in the light of these 
facts that Congress will refuse to revise pay schedules, the more so as the Secretary 
points out that the cost of living is visibly rising. It is to be presumed his expectation 
of general pay legislation, was responsible for his omission of any reference in the 
annual report to the restoration of reenlistment allowances, a practice established 
half a century ago to insure continuance in service of able and experienced men. As 
the call for the extra session has been limited by the President to a few matters 
of domestic concern, there is no likelihood that a pay revision bill can receive con- 
sideration, but the matter is of sufficient importance for the two Houses to create 
a joint committee to begin a study of the situation in order that action will be as- 
sured at the regular session convening in January. We urge the creation of such a 
committee so that compensation more in keeping with present conditions can be author- 
ized without much further delay. 


FOR THE FIRST TIME IN THE YEARS of dissatisfaction with the naval pro- 
motion system, the Secretary of the Navy has recommended its reform. In his report 
he speaks of the departmental bill introduced by Representative Vinson as “of great 
importance to the Service.” Whether one agrees with him or not as to the value of the 
bill in question, the fact remains it is important to the morale of the Navy and the 
Marine Corps that the injustices and inequalities which are the product of the selec- 
tion system, shall be removed or at least minimized as quickly as possible. We have 
been reminded again that the President is keenly interested in this matter and with 
his powerful backing proper legislation ought to be promptly obtained. Shortly now 
Selection Boards will be at work continuing the vicious practices which are destruc- 
tive of morale and costly to the Government. It is not to be expected legislation on this 
subject can be enacted during the extra session, but the House Naval Committee is 
free to hold hearings and fashion a bill which the Service can examine. Thus the way 
will be cleared for action at the Regular session. In his reference to selection reform, 
the Secretary states the Vinson bill is the outcome of the study of the General Board 
and of the consideration of that study by various agencies of the department, and of 
many suggestions offered by officers to the Department. In view of this admitted 
basis for the Vinson bill, the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL reiterates that the report of 
the General Board should be made public. Thus the country will be advised of the 
situation which this high board has found and in the light of its views be able properly 
to evaluate departmental and other proposals.

Admiral Woodward Speaks 


Rear Admiral Clark H. Woodward, 
USN, Commandant of the Third Naval 
District and Navy Yard, New York, is 
devoting considerable effort to keeping 
the public acquainted with the services 
and needs of the Navy. 

Admiral Woodward this week ad- 
dressed three gatherings on the work and 
policy of the United States Navy. Speak- 
ing before the Kiwanis Club of New 
York City on Wednesday, he spoke to the 
club on “Our Navy—Yesterday, Today 
and Tomorrow.” 

Stressing the need for a strong “first 
line of defense,” Admiral Woodward 
said, “Mediocrity finds no place in the 
exacting demands of the Navy. Obverse- 
ly, it is axiomatic that without sufficient 
personnel, regardless of the number of 
ships possessed, we cannot possibly have 
an efficient Navy, for, after all, modern 
men of war with their intricate machin- 
ery and powerful guns are nothing more 
than complex mastadons of cold steel 
until humanly manned and directed by 
well trained crews. In the end it is the 
man at the wheel, the man at the throttle 
and the man at the gun that breathe life 
and viality into our ships, and it is their 
properly directed efforts coupled with the 
will to win that consummates successful 
wars.” 

He further said, “It is the measure of 
the greatness of a nation, and upon its 
efficiency depends the progress or decad- 
ence of that nation. As the security of a 
nation depends upon the efficiency of its 
navy, the United States must have one 
so strong and so efficient that no foreign 
power will dare hazard the risk of col- 
lision.” 

Speaking at the Armistice Day Com- 
meorative Exercises of the King County 
Post of the American Legion, Admiral 
Woodward said: 

“As a result of sober thinking, our 
Government is awakening—as from 4 
throbbing hang-over of idealistic inter- 
nationalism—to the potential dangers 
which beset us, and to the realization 
that we must provide and maintain 4 
proper preparedness, on the one hand for 
the purpose of avoiding, if possible any 
future wars, and on the other hand for 
the purpose of having efficient armed 
forces with which to defend our county 
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and its interests, should war be forced 
upon us, and protect our cherished ideals 
and institutions of liberty.” 

Admiral Woodward also addressed the 
Men’s Club of New York on Wednesday, 
citing the Navy’s peacetime activities, 
which he pointed out the Navy’s part 2 
the diplomatic affairs of the Nation, 
its record of rescue work. 

Admiral Woodward called attention 
the vast amount of civilian work creat 
by the Navy, and to the numerous trades

Follow-ups 
om delayed materials or plans have be- 
come a routine function resulting in ma- 
terials being delivered more in accord- 
ance with their contract delivery dates 
and the volume of correspondence with 
Navy Yards considerably reduced.” 

Urges Additional Officer Assignments 

Assignment of additional officers to 
“Engineering Duty Only” to meet ex- 
pected high attrition rates, was recom- 
mended by Admiral Bowen, who stated : 

The demand for well trained engineering 
personnel during the past year was exceed- 
ingly severe. An unusually large number of 
competent engineers was needed to administer 
the engineering plants of newly completed 
ships, draw up type plans and specifications 
for new vessels, the construction of which 
has been authorized, to supervise the building 
and installation of machinery, and to meet 
heavy demands of the Inspection Service. The 
value of postgraduate instruction was clearly 
demonstrated. In addition, the necessity for 
selecting for “Engineering Duty Only” suffi- 
clent officer replacements to care for the ab 
tormally high attrition which occurred last 
year and which will continue to occur during 
the next few years was definitely indicated. 
The normal attrition was greater than the 
tumber designated. For the next few years 
tlections of officers for “Engineering Duty 
Only” should exceed the expected attrition in 
order to prevent the necessity of selecting in 
one year an abnormally large number.

Navy Yard War Expansion Checked 

The program which has been underway 
since 1930 to replace worn machine tools 
with new equipment and to reduce their 
average age from 19 to 15 years, is not 
accomplishing its objective, Admiral 
Bowen stated, despite an expenditure of 
$1,195,000 per year.

These expenditures have not been sufficient 
to bring about a down turn in the age curve 
with the result that the need for tools con 
tinues to grow rather than diminish. The 
need is evidenced by the fact that the peace 
time work load is being met only by resort 
to two and three shifts in many of the im 
portant shops. This is of consequence in that, 
if facilities are so limited that shifts are 
necessary for the peace time work load, there 
exists no ready means of expansion in an 
emergency. 





Hits Isolation 


Those who advocate isolation for the 
United States are not awake to our pres- 
ent day position in the world, Maj. Gen. 
Hugh A. Drum, commanding general of 
the Sixth Corps Area, said in an Armis- 
tice Day address. 

“There are advocates in our country,” 
General Drum said, “who would limit our 
national defense responsibilities to the 
continental United States, who would 
close our harbors to foreign trade, abolish 
our merchant marine and deny protection 
to our ocean and air commerce. They 
would have us stay at home and build a 
great wall around our borders with a 
view to limiting our armed forces to 
those necessary for suppression of in- 
ternal disorders or to police forces. 

“The lessons of the War of 1812, the 
Spanish-American War and the World 
War have been misread by these Rip Van 
Winkles. They are not awake to our 
present day position in the world, They 
fail to visualize the present day proxim- 
ity of nations, their inter-independence 
and interlocking businesses and com- 
munications. They do not appreciate the 
importance of public opinion in our 
American life, the individualistic view- 
point of our people and its influence on 
the conduct of our national and interna- 
tional affairs. 

“In 1920, Congress thoroughly con- 
sidered these lessons and with the ex- 
perience of the World War freshly in 
mind, decided on a national defense 
policy sufficiently flexible to respond to 
the will or choice of the people and to 
the demands of any national situation. 
This act creates the organization and type 
of forces, with certain maximum limits, 
and the systems by which arms and 
equipment may be secured, leaving to 
subsequent congresses to determine the 
strength of the forces depending on na- 
tional situations—in other words, to ap- 
propriate the funds necessary for the 
forces desired and needed as dictated by 
the people from time to time.”

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Congress to Consider Service Needs—A Congress, in which increasing National 
Army and Navy defense needs and sentiment will contrast reduced Governmental 
expenditures in practically every other field, will get underway next week. In 
the past, it has been almost the invariable rule that economy shall govern prepara- 
tion of National Defense estimates while other appropriation bills were mounting. 
This year, however, world conditions and increasing costs of operation will work 
toward larger Defense outlays. Aside from the requirements for expansion, the 
services will need enlarged budgets merely to carry forward their present activi- 
ties, for the prices of subsistence, clothing and all other materials for their daily 
operations have mounted seriously since the last appropriation bills. 

A large naval building program, personnel increases, additional aircraft, tanks, 
anti-aircraft guns, and other weapons will be provided in what is expected to be 
another record peace-time National Defense budget. And besides the regular 
appropriation bills, much legislation of importance to the Armed Services is on 
the calendar. 

The House naval appropriations subcommittee is expected to begin hearings on 
the 1989 Navy estimates about Dee. 1, with the bill coming before the House about 
the beginning of the regular session. The War Department appropriations subcom- 
mittee will probably start hearings the middle of January. This is not definite as 
yet, but is part of the program that the House Appropriations Committee will be 
asked to approve next week. 

Other than the naval appropriation hearings little else is expected in the Na- 
tional Defense field during the special session. Many problems will be before the 
military and naval affairs committees, but the chances are that the special session 
will generally avoid all subjects not on the schedule. The House Naval Affairs 
Committee has the selection problem on its hands and the earlier it gets started 
on this perplexing problem the better chance there is of reaching some solution this 
year. Whether or not it will start hearings on the subject depends on its chairman, 
Representative Vinson. 

Legislation increasing the officer strength of the Army to 14,459 will be before 
the Military Affairs Committees. The measure now pending to increase the officer 
strength of the Medical and Dental Corps and provide two additional brigadier 
generals for the Medical Department, one of the Dental Corps, will probably pass 
early in the session. The measure repealing the troop duty requirements for Gen- 
eral Staff duty will also be considered. 

During the regular session, the military committees probably will consider 
legislation to establish a reserve of strategic war materials and to give “educational 
orders” to manufacturers of equipment similiar to essential war materials. 

Naval Reserve expansion will be before the naval committees, not only the 
Administrative bills to provide summer training for high school and college students, 
but also to expand the existing Reserve. A Navy shore construction bill will be con- 
sidered, together with measures for modernizing the aircraft carriers Lexington 
and Saratoga. Advocates of lighter-than-aircraft will urge adoption of an airship 
policy. 

Proposals for increasing Service pay will be discussed, and the Administration 
is expected to recommend continuation of the ban on payment of the reenlistment 
allowance. The latter will be opposed, but there are good prospects of permitting 
the bonus to be paid after next June. 

Governmental reorganization is one of the topics on the agenda for the special 
session, and the Services always figure in any discussion of this question. However, 
any authority granted to the President to make changes probably will preclude him 
from making any far-reaching alterations in the Defense set-up, for the pending 
bills would not permit consolidation of the War and Navy Departments, and taking 
of the civil functions from the Corps of Engineers. 








Leavenworth Selections—While the Army would like to see some method adopted 
by which the opportunity for education at the Command and General Staff School 
could be extended to a larger number of officers, it is a tribute to the administra- 
tion of the present system that the service realizes the difficulties of selecting offi- 
cers for Leavenworth details and has confidence in the method of compiling the 
lists. The lists, such as the one announced this week for next year’s class, repre- 
sent more than a year’s work for many officers at the War Department. In each 
branch chief's office there are one or two officers whose time is virtually taken up 
with the tedious task of comparing records and recommending lists to their re- 
spective chiefs, taking into account the age and availability of the officers con- 
cerned. The Chief of branches then further study the lists, which are in turn 
sent to The Adjutant General where they are again completely checked against 
records to assure the selection of the best available officers. As set forth in the 
directive giving the policy for selection, any sort of influence not only does not help 
but mitigates against an officers chances of selection. Until some solution to the 
problem of giving everyone who desires it the benefit of the Leavenworth course, 
and the correlative problem of the General Staff Bligible List, is found, it is be- 
lieved that the present method of handling the selections is best designed to main- 
tain the service’s confidence in its integrity. 


Test Division Concludes Exercises—Washington awaits with great interest the 
lessons to be learned from the excellent exercises conducted by the test infantry 
division at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., which are to be concluded today, Nov. 13. Upon 
the return to home stations, the commanding officers will be busily engaged pre- 
paring detail reports on the lessons learned. ‘These will be prepared in final shape 
and then sent to Washington. Maj. Gen. Fox Conner, commanding general of the 
First Army, who went to Texas as an observer for the Chief of Staff, also will 
make a special report. In Washington all reports will be thoroughly studied by 
the General Staff. The results will determine the next step in the attainment 
of a thoroughly modern divisional organization. While there are some that believe 
it will be necessary to strip the division even further to give it that high mobility 
considered necessary in modern warfare, there are others who feel that additional 
personnel should be given to prevent it from being rendered too rapidly impotent 
by losses in battle. 

Two regular army units which have been at Ft. Sam Houston since early in 
September participating in the tests division, returned to their home stations this 





week. The units are the anti-aircraft battalion composed of personnel from the 
69th Coast Artillery, Ft. Crockett, Tex. The anti-aircraft battalion did not make 
the march northward to Mineral Wells, Texas, for the final week of the division 
maneuvers. 

At 7:15 A.M. Tuesday, Nov. 9, the Ft. Crockett group commanded by Maj, 
Charles S. Harris, started the march back to Ft. Crockett. In the column moving 
overland is 55 motor vehicles carrying 17 officers and 400 enlisted men. The trip to 
Galveston was made in one day. 

Also leaving Tuesday was the 77th Field Artillery, Ft. D. A. Russell, Tex., com. 
manded by Lt. Col. H. L. C. Jones. This is the unit which is equipped with the 
155 millimeter howitzer artillery. Only one battery of this artillery was taken 
on the march to Mineral Wells. 

The trip to Marfa, Tex., consumed two days, the unit stopping Tuesday night 
in the vicinity of Shumla, Tex. They reached Ft. D. A. Russell Wednesday after. 
noon. In the column were 440 enlisted men, 12 officers, traveling in 84 motor 
vehicles. Also in the column were 45 enlisted men of one troop of the armored car 
squadron, Ft. Bliss, El Paso, Tex. This group spent the night at Marfa Wednesday, 
arriving at Ft. Bliss Thursday. 

The Second Engineers, Ft. Logan, Colo., left Ft. Sam Houston on Thursday, 
Nov. 4, traveling over the route followed by the test division on the march to 
Mineral Wells. Tuesday morning, Nov. 9, the engineers commanded by Col. R. C. 
Moore, left Mineral Wells, moving westward to their home station at Ft. Logan, 
arriving on Thursday, Nov. 11. In this group were 15 officers and 320 enlisted men, 

The next group to break away from the test division maneuvers will be the 
20h Infantry, Ft. Sill, Okla., commanded by Col. Melvin G. Farris. When the 
proposed division starts the return march to Ft. Sam Houston today, Nov. 13, the 
29th Infantry will not come back with it. Instead the 29th will depart for Ft. 
Sill from Mineral Wells on Nov. 13, arriving there the same day. In this group are 
18 officers and 725 enlisted men. 

The remainder of the division will return to Ft. Sam Houston and will begin 
the exodus to home stations Nov. 17 and 18. 


European Vessels Return—The Navy Department announced this week that the 
destroyers Hatfield and Kane, which have been operating in southern European 
waters, sailed from Gibraltar on Tuesday morning, Nov. 9, for the United States. 
They arrived at Ponta Delgada, Azores, on November 12, and from there will pro 
ceed to Charleston Navy Yard for overhaul before rejoining the United States Fleet 
on the west coast. 

The Hatfield, Lt. Comdr. Gerald D. Linke, USN commanding, and the Kane, Lt. 
Comdr. John D. Alvis, USN, commanding, sailed from New York on August 17, 1936, 
for Gibraltar and operating with USS Raleigh as Squadron 40(T) under command 
of Rear Adm. Arthur P. Fairfield, USN assisted in evacuating Americans from 
Spanish ports. 

In August 1937, Lt. Comdr. Floyd F. Ferris, USN relieved Lt. Comdr. Alvis. 

The destroyers Claxton and Manley arrived at Gibraltar on October 30 and 
November 5 respectively as reliefs for the Hatfield and Kane. 

The Claxton is under command of Lt. Comdr. Joseph T. Talbert, USN. The 
Manley is under command of Lt. Comdr. William V. Hamilton, USN. 

The Claxton and Manley were scheduled to relieve the Hatfield and the Kane 
nearly a month ago, but the reilef ships struck heavy weather off the Atlantic Coast 
and were forced to put in to Boston Navy Yard for repairs. 


Naval Reserve Expansion Plan—The Navy’s ambitious expansion plan for the 
Naval Reserve, approved by Secretary of the Navy Claude A. Swanson on Jan. 18, 
1937, designed to extend through the fiscal year 1943, is slowly shaping up. 

Although appropriations have not been obtained to extend the Reserve in some 
of the directions intended in the original plan, the work has gone ahead, with par 
ticular emphasis on the Merchant Marine Naval Reserve. 

One of the objects of the plan is to provide an adequate Naval Reserve, outside 
the Fleet Naval Reserve and the Volunteer Naval Reserve, to receive from two weeks 
to 45 days training in the various Naval facilities under conditions somewhat ap 
proaching the Army C.M.T.C. training. 

Recognizing the need for a Reserve founded with at least some knowledge of 
the Navy and its duties, the plan was formulated to provide training for merchabt 
marine officers and men, to provide one year’s training for Naval Reserve officers 4 
active officers of the fleet, to establish a reserve of men who had served one or more 
enlistments in the Navy, to provide additional funds to enroll in the Reserve Naval 
Aviation Cadets who have served their three year tour of duty with the fleet and 
provide training for additional personnel of the Volunteer Naval Reserve. 

The plan contemplates as two of its new features, the sending of 500 Volunteet 
Naval Reserve Officers to a one year tour of duty with the fleet and the enrollmest 
of two groups of 500 men each in successive years, for 45-day training periods, the 
first group to be trained at shore stations, going to sea the next year as the second 
group is trained at the shore posts. The plan calls for only a two-year training under 
this phase of the plan, the idea being that men having served two years in this 
organization would enroll in the Volunteer Naval Reserve. 

The plan, if worked out as scheduled, would almost treble the strength of the 
Naval Reserve in the five-year period. 

An increase in Reserve appropriations of nearly eleven million dollars a year 
would be to carry the program at its peak.

Far Eastern Military Situation—The dominating interest in the Far East this 
week is the success of Japanese forces, under General Matsui, in forcing a complete 
withdrawal of the Chinese defensive army from its well-established position ranging 
from Shanghai north to the Yangtze River. 

The Japanese success, judging from evaluated newspaper reports, is due in 
great measure to a surpris® landing of two Japanese divisions on the north coast 
of Hangchow Bay, against which operation the Chinese apparently had made no 
defensive plans. 

The Chinese commanders, apprehensive of a landing up the Yangtze River, had 
blocked that river at two points and prepared certain fortifications to prevent a 
landing. The Japanese Army has continually threatened a landing up the Yangtze 
River and during the past ten days has made intensive preparations for that landing 
in order to take the Chinese defensive line from the rear. Having successfully influ- 
enced Chinese commanders into believing that a landing would be made up the 
Yangtze, the Japanese then withdrew two divisions from General Tersuchi’s forces 
in North China and landed them secretly near Chapu on the north shore of Hang- 
chow Bay. This landing was such a complete surprise that within twenty-four 
hours the forces had advanced north to Sungkiang, where they captured the railroad 
supplying Shanghai from Hangchow and had reached Minhang on the north bank 
of the Whangpoo River. At Minhang the two Japanese divisions established con- 
tact with Matsui’s main force which had succeeded in crossing Soochow Creek, west 
of the International Settlement. This combined operation caused the withdrawal 
of the Chinese lines south of Shanghai and east along the Whangpoo River. 

The Chinese line now extends from the Yangtze River south through Wangtu, 
thence to Minhang, west to Sungkiang, and thence along the Shanghai-Hangchow 
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| under the pressure of the north and south Japanese forces cannot long be held. It 


is apparent that the Chinese will be forced to evacuate this line and retire to a 
prepared defense about twelve miles to the west of the present line. The Japanese 
forces now at Shanghai total about 210,000. 

In the North China theater General Katsuki’s force along the Tsinpu Railroad 
line remains in the same general area close to the Yellow River. General Nishio’s 
force has advanced past the Chinese prepared line at Liuhokow, and has reached 
Anyang. General Itagaki’s force, aided by General Nishio’s westward drive, cap- 
tured the capital of Shansi Province, Taiyuan, on November 9, and has advanced 
almost 80 miles since that date to the town of Pingyao, against rapidly decreasing 
Chinese resistance. 

The five northern provinces of China; Suiyuan, Chahar, Shansi, Hopei, and 
Shantung, comprise an area of some 393,000 square miles. Of this area, the Japanese 
now control all of Chahar, Suiyuan, and Hopei, and well over half of Shansi, a total 
of some 300,000 square miles. The recent Shanghai success has resulted in Japanese 
domination of over 400 square miles in that peninsula. To date it is estimated that 
the Chinese have suffered casualties of 300,000 as against a Japanese loss of 125,000, 
The Chinese expenditures have been approximately $250,000,000 against a Japanese 
cost of $600,000,000, The Chinese property loss is roughly estimated at $200,000,000. 
In addition to these tangible losses, the estimated trade loss to China has been 
100 millions of dollars and to Japan some 250 millions of dollars, thus placing the 
cost of war to date for China as $550,000,000 and for Japan $850,000,000, 

With the capture of Taiyuan in North China, it can be said that the military 
objectives of Japan have been virtually secured. While scattered resistance of 
small Chinese forces may be expected along the lines of communication and in 
isolated localities, yet the clearing out or “mopping-up” process should be a com- 
paratively easy task. 


Chaplain’s Wearing of Uniform—The office of the Chief of Chaplains of the Army 
is advising chaplains in the field of the desirability of setting an example in the 
matter of the wearing of the uniform. “Not having had all the training of the line,” 
the letter states, “there may be a tendency on the part of some of us who are classified 
us non-combatants, even when there are no extenuating circumstances, to fail to keep 
our leather and brass properly polished, and uniform neatly pressed. It is a moral 
as well as a military obligation that chaplains shall set an example in the wearing 
of the uniform as well as in the performance of all other duties, military and spiritual. 
It is generally believed in the military service and elsewhere that carelessness in 
personal appearance may indicate laziness, lack of proper regard for others, and 
all-around inefficiency.” 


Seek Retention of General MacArthur—News dispatches from Manila this week 
told of the introduction in the Philippine legislature of a resolution urging the re- 
tention of Maj. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, USA, as military adviser to the President 
of the Commonwealth, General MacArthur is due to be retired December 31, 1987, 
on his own application. While it was announced that he planned to return to this 
country, it is possible, it is said, that arrangements may be made with the Philippine 
government for him to stay there as adviser. 
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Reserve Training and Flight Pay 
Endorsed by Military Surgeons 


The 46th Annual Convention of the 
Association of Military Surgeons of the 
United States, which was presided over 
by Rear Adm, P. 8S. Rossiter, Surgeon 
General of the Navy, was held in Los 
Angeles, Calif., Oct. 14, 15, and 16. It 
was one of the largest and most impor- 
tant gatherings of medico-military men 
ever held. There were over six hundred 
registered, in addition to a great many 
who did not register. It was important 
for the reason that in addition to the 
presentation of many valuable papers on 
medico-military subjects, the Association 
acted on several matters of vital inter- 
est to the medical military man, Outstand- 
ing among these was the recommendation 
of flying pay to flight surgeons of the 
services when on active duty, and the 
removal of the restrictions preventing 
more than fifteen days active training of 
Medical Department Reserve Officers so 
that the important training of such of- 
ficers may be resumed at Government 
expense. 

The formal welcome extended to the 
members of the Association on Thurs- 
day morning, October 14th, by the Com- 
mittee of Arrangements afforded a de- 
lightful introduction to the interesting 
gathering which completely filled the 
Convention Hall. Addresses were made 
by the Governor of the State, the Lieut. 
Governor, the president of the Los 
Angeles County Medical Society, the 
Surgeon General of the Army, the Medi- 
cal Director of the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration, and high officials of the Army, 
Navy, National Guard, and U. 8. Public 
Health Service. The excellent address 
of the President of the Association, 
Admiral Rossiter, was well received and 
contained much food for thought. 

The reception and entertainment in 
honor of the delegates and friends of 
the Association given at the Hollywood 
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Legion Club House on Thursday evening 
was a most enjoyable affair. The ban- 
quet held Friday night was a most color- 
ful affair. 

One of the features of the meeting was 
the presence of so many Navy Medical 
officers. This was made possible by the 
fact that the Fleet was lying at anchor 
in the Los Angeles harbor and all med- 
ical officers who could be spared were 
permitted to go ashore to attend the 
meetings. 

The unusually fine display of the ex- 
hibits both commercial and _ scientific, 
were excellent in every respect and 
showed the effects of hard work on the 
part of those responsible for them. 

Among the many resolutions adopted 
at the convention, the following are 
quoted : 

Flight Pay 

“Whereas, All of the Army and Navy Flight 
Surgeons, except five, have been denied “fly- 
ing pay” through the Appropriation Act of 
1935 and whereas, this act will severely 
handicap the morale of the flight surgeons, 
and, indirectly deprive all aviation of the 
advantages to be gained in the solution of 
the many human problems which involve 
physical and psychological effect of flying, 
knowledge of which can be obtained only by 
flight experience. 

“Therefore, be it resolved, That the As- 
sociation of Military Surgeons is thoroughly 
opposed to this type of economy and urge 
upon Congress and the War Department the 
necessity and wisdom of re-establishing “fly- 
ing pay” at the earliest possible opportunity 
and that the Officers of the Association use 
every effort at their disposal for the early 
correction of this unwise discrimination.” 

Reserve Training 

“Whereas, The present War Department 
policy in force since 1935, limiting active duty 
training of more than 15 days to reserve of- 
ficers of the Arms has precluded the qualifi- 
cation of Medical Department Reserve of- 
ficers as flight surgeons by denying them the 
opportunity to obtain the required six weeks’ 
practical training in aviation medicine and 
has prevented the attendance of Medical De- 
partment reserve officers at the six weeks’ 
advanced course at the Medical Field Service 
School and, 

“Whereas, This important means of train- 
ing is urgently needed to qualify the number 
of flight surgeons which would be immedi- 
ately required in event of emergency and to 
develop the necessary number of planning 
and training officers, executive officers, and 
commanding officers, required for efficient 
peacetime administration and training of 
Medical Department units of the Organized 
reserves. 

“Therefore, be it resolved, That the As- 
sociation of Military Surgeons of the United 
States respectfully requests the Secretary of 
War to remove restrictions preventing more 
than fifteen days’ active training of Medical 
Department Reserve officers so that the im- 
portant training of such officers may be re- 
sumed at Government expense.

Urges Naval Reserve Increase 

Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, recommends 
passage of the proposed Naval Reserve 
bill which failed last year, in his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Navy. 

“The Naval Reserve Bill, in modifica- 
tion of the organie Act of February 28, 
1925, drafted after wide circulation in the 
Reserve and extensive consideration in 
the Naval Reserve Conference of 1936, 
was disapproved by the Bureau of the 
Budget and consequently not transmitted 
to the Congress,” he said. “The Bureau 
believes however that its enactment is 
most desirable and recommends that 
favorable action by the Budget and by 
the Congress be sought when practicable.” 

Discussing the Reserve, Admiral An- 
drews said: 

“The Naval Reserve has expanded 
somewhat toward the ultimate strength 
necessary to fulfill its purpose, complete 
provision for meeting the personnel needs 
of the wartime increase of Naval activi- 
ties during the first 120 days after 
mobilization. A considered 5-year plan for 
such full development was approved by 
the Secretary of the Navy. Appropria- 
tions for 1988 will permit the accomplish- 
ment in part of the first step or first year 
of this plan; sufficient funds could not 
however be obtained for the full accom- 
plishment of this first year. 

“Naval Reserve training has been 


zealously conducted and a satisfactory 
state of efficiency attained and main- 
tained, as evidenced by the report of in- 
spection of all units. This efficiency how- 
ever is that of the individual units rather 





than the efficiency of the Naval Reserve 
as a whole to accomplish its purpose, 
since its limited numbers are not as yet 
adequate. Continued progress, and the 
appropriation of necessary funds, toward 
the completion of the 5-year plan is 
strongly recommended.” 





Cooperation With Naval Reserve 


Rear Admiral Adolphus’ Andrews, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, this 
week called upon all Naval officers to co- 
operate to the fullest extent with Naval 
Reserve activities, pointing out that 
Naval Reserve officers are aboard ship to 
learn by doing and not by observing, he 
also ordered that particular emphasis be 
given to the training of the Reservists in 
their mobilization assignments. 


A clear understanding of the purpose 
and place of the Naval Reserve in the 
Naval establishment is of paramount im- 
portance said Admiral Andrews. 

The text of his order follows: 

It is of the utmost importance that organ- 
ized units of the Naval Reserve and individual 
reservists of all classes be so trained during 
peace time that upon mobilization they can 
perform their assigned mobilization duties 
with a minimum of further training. This 
matter therefore merits the personal attention 
of the commanding officer of the vessel or 
station where such training is performed. 
Moreover the Commanding Officer and all 
éfficers on board should take special interest 
in the Naval Reserves during their period 
of training, not only setting for them a high 
standard of officer like bearing and efficiency, 
but inculcating in them the spirit and ways 
of the service, 

While some officers of the Service are gen- 
erally familiar with the Naval Reserve, its 
various classifications and missions, there are 
many officers and men who are not so in- 
formed. Commanding officers of ships and 
stations are directed to take such steps as 
may be necessary fully to acquaint all per- 
sonnel under their command regarding the 
Navat Reserve. 

Contact with the regular Navy is essential 
to indoctrinate a Naval Reservist in the 
standards and ideals of the service, to give 
him an understanding of the Navy and its 
needs, and to fit him to take an active part 
in its work. Routine opportunity for such 
contact, especially in case of the Volunteer 
and Merchant Marine Naval Reserve, is lack- 
ing. All officers, especially those in command 
positions, should encourage and promote con- 
tacts between the regular service and the 
Naval Reserve in every practicable way. 

Whenever units of the Fleet Naval Reserve 
and individual Reservists perform duty afloat, 
the Commandants of the Districts concerned 
are requested to inform the commanding offi- 
cer of the designated training vessel as to the 
contemplated mobilization assignment in each 
case in order that the requirements of these 
duties may be kept in mind in planning a 
training program. 

During the period that vessels are given 
the task assignment of training Naval Re- 
serves, this duty should be considered as 
paramount duty, and routine exercises should 
be planned and carried out accordingly. Care- 
ful preparations should be made in advance 
and schedules of drills, evolutions and lec- 
tures should be prepared to the end that the 
greatest amount of profitable instruction 
and training may be imparted during the 
limited period the Reservists are on board. 

In so far as their capabilities and ex- 
perience will permit, Reservists should be 
assigned to duties of authority and responsi- 
bility commensurate with their rank or rating 
and their specialty classification, They should 
be trained by doing, rather than by obsery- 
ing others. Individual Reservists should be 
given training and instruction with a view 
to qualifying each for the particular kind of 
duties indicated by his classification or for 
the specific duties contemplated in his mobili- 
zation assignment. 

Because of the limited opportunities for 
training duty, it is inadvisable to undertake 
to train Reservists in duties outside the scope 
indicated by their classification, For example, 
an officer of class E-F will not be given deck 
duties in time of war; his training should 
therefore be concentrated in engineering 
duties, 

The utilization of the services of Reservists 
for the performance of routine upkeep, except 
normal cleaning of the vessel, should be 
evoided. This does not apply to such work as 
machinery overhaul, which in itself is ex- 
cellent training in the duties of a rating. 
But Reservists should not be used for work, 
however important it may be to the ship, if 
by proper planning they can be assigned 
—— which will better further their train- 
ng. 

Whenever individual Reservists are per- 
forming training duty on board, without 
affecting the task assignment of the vessel, 
special attention should be given to their 
training, under a carefully prearranged 





schedule. An officer of the vessel shall be de. 
tailed as Naval Reserve training officer. Such 
officer must familiarize himself with the vari- 
ous classifications of the Naval Reserve, the 
duties each classification will be called upon 
to perform, and the nature of the training or 
additional training each Reservist on board 
will require. 

It is directed that the same special care be 
given to the training of Naval Reservists at 
shore stations. When there are several in the 
same classification performing duty at the 
same time, especially those in staff classifica. 
tions, this training can well be accomplished 
through class instruction, a well considered 
curriculum having been prepared in advance, 
The curriculum should include instruction 
and lectures on such subjects as Navy Regu- 
lations, Naval Customs and Procedure, ete, 
Whenever circumstances make it feasible, 
supervised physical exercises should be held, 
and if facilities are available, week-end 
cruising should be encouraged. 

The Naval Reserve is by law an integral 
part of the Navy. It is impracticable in time 
of peace to fill complements of the Fleet to 
meet war requirements, to keep the Fleet 
organized at maximum combatant strength, 
or to provide ships and personnel for the 
many demands which logistics, district de- 
fense, an overseas campaign, etc., will impose, 
Obviously efficient training of the Naval Re- 
serve.in peace time is essential if it is to be 
of value in time of an emergency. A clear 
understanding of the Naval Reserve and its 
purpose is, therefore, the duty of every regu- 
lar officer; and the importance of conscien- 
tious and efficient performance of duty on the 
part of regular officers assigned to duties in 
connection with the Naval Reserve, which 
duties require the exercise of unusual tact 
and common sense, cannot be too greatly 
emphasized.

The War Department is notifying the 
service as follows: 

Personnel peace-time procurement 
tives for mobilization consist properly of the 
individuals by number, class, category, grade, 
arm, service, or “any branch” to meet the re 
quirements of mobilization until mobilization 
procurement produces sufficient personnel 
adequately trained. Such peace-time procure- 
ment objectives are therefore based on the 
requirements of units and installations to 
be mobilized under mobilization plans (AR 
140-5, paragraph 10 and 11). The organiza 
tion of the Air Corps Reserve outlined in 
letter AG 580 (11-14-36) Res. C, dated May 3, 
1987, subject, “Reorganization of the Air 
Corps Reserve,” is a special peace-time organ 
jzation designed primarily for peace-time 
training. It is not a basis for peace-time 
procurement for mobilization, The “mobiliza- 
tion assignments” to elements of this organ 
ization as discussed in that letter are in fact 
peace-time training assiguments, and will 
hereafter be referred to as such. Mobilization 
assignments, whether made prior to or during 
the emergency, are assignments to organiza 
tions provided for in mobilization plans. 

Corps area commanders will report to The 
Adjutant General by December 1, 1937, with 
respects to the Air Corps Reserve officers’ 
peace-time procurement objective under 
which they are now operating, the War De 
partment authority (General Orders, Tables 
of Organization, letters, etc.) for each cate 
gory, to include: Regular Army units, active 
and inactive; units of the Organized Reserves; 
installations of service commands; loss re 
placements ; fillers for overseas garrisons.

Beginning with the Fiscal Year 1939, 
it is proposed to send a limited number 
of Air Corps Reserve officers, residing 
within the continental United States, for 
un eight weeks’ course at the Air Corps 
Tactical School, Maxwell Field, Alabama, 
The exact number of students (depend- 
ing on available appropriations) and 
period during which instruction will be 
conducted, is to be announced later. 

Air Corps Reserve officers selected to 
take this course of instruction shall be 
captains, not more than forty years of 
age, who have completed the subcourses 
requisite for promotion to the grade of 
Major. Preference will be given to those 
who have been on extended active duty 
with the Air Corps and who are other- 
wise qualified for taking the course. 

Since this course of instruction has not 
been available to Air Corps Reserve of- 
ficers, it is desired that Corps Area Com- 
manders cause every effort to be made 
to qualify as many as possible so that 
there will be an adequate number of 
eligibles from which to make selections.

Mass. National Guard Meets 


The Massachusetts National Guard As- 
sociation held a most interesting conven- 
tion recently in Boston.

Resolutions were adopted to the follow- 
ing effects: 

To seek a change in Tables of Organization 
for Division Military Police Companies so 
that these units will have three officers; a 
Captain, a First Lieutenant and a Second 
Lieutenant. 

That the tables of organization for the 
Quartermaster Regiment in peace time be 
amended to give the necessary strength for 
this personnel, either by the formation of the 
Service Company, or the addition of another 
officer and another platoon to the Headquar- 
ters Company. 

That the Tables of Organization for a 
Quartermaster Regiment be amended to in- 
clude the assignment of a chaplain, 

That there be added one corporal to each 
lettered company of the Engineer Regiment, 

That peace time tables of organization for 
the Headquarters Company of an Infantry 
Regiment be amended to provide for three 
officers for this unit, namely, a Captain, com- 
manding, a Ist Lieutenant, and a 2nd Lieu- 
tenant. 

That the strength of Brigade Headquarters 
be increased by one sergeant and four en- 
listed men, who with the present messenger 
section will constitute the message center 
section and also one corporal and 3 enlisted 
men, who with the one now authorized will 
constitute the Brigade Intelligence Section. 

That Headquarters Batteries of Field Artil 
lery Brigades and Field Artillery Regiments 





have three (3) officers—a captain and two 
lieutenants. 
That ammunition trains, part of Field 


Artillery Brigades, which are now motorized, 
be issued tables of organization to conform 
to a motorized unit. 

That an additional amount be included in 
the National Guard Bureau budget, to pro- 
vide training gas masks for all National 
Guard Troops. It is appreciated that the cost 
of masks with cannisters may be prohibitive 
and not practical, but it is believed that great 
benefit would be derived from a mask and 
dummy cannister for training purposes. 

Approving the completion of the organiza- 
tion of the four cavalry divisions, and the 
forming of the auxiliary and service elements 
therefor, giving a full regiment of fleld artil- 
lery, motor-horsed, to each division, an 
armored car squadron, a light tank company, 
ete., and providing for complete staffs, and 
that the Delegates from Massachusetts to the 
Convention of the National Guard Associa- 
tion of the United States be instructed to 
use every effort to accomplish the same 
result, 

That an increase in the allotment of officers 
from the National Guard permitted to attend 
Command and General Staff and Service 
schools be sought. 

That an appropriation of funds be sought 
for each corps area for the conduct of Corps 
Area schools for National Guard personnel 
located therein. 

That Field Artillery Battalion Headquar- 
ters Batteries be equipped with the following 
radio equipment: 4 SCR 161 sets or 4 SCR 194, 
1 SCR 131, and 1 SCR 178 sets 

That Field Artillery Regimental Head- 
quarters Batteries be equipped with 2 SCR 
161 sets or 2 SCR 194, 1 SCR 131, and 1 SCR 
178 sets. 

That an issue of one or more M-1 automatic 
rifles per unit equipped therewith be re- 
quested for the purpose of training. 

That a full issue of anti-aircraft arms and 
equipment be requested for the training of 
anti-aircraft batteries,

Secretary’s Commendations 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson has 
sent letters of commendation to Lt. 
Aurelius B. Vosseller, USN, and Lt. 
John H. Korb, Medical Corps, USN, for 
their work in developing and testing an 
oxygen mask for the use of pilots of 
aeroplanes flying in high altitudes. 

In his letters Secretary Swanson 
stated: “As the ceiling at which ser- 
vice aircraft can be operated becomes 
greater, the well known deficiencies of 
present methods of supplying oxygen 
become more serious. The report on this 
particular development indicates that 
the work conducted by you will lead to 
further definite improvements in the 
oxygen equipment and although only a 


beginning, its importance cannot be 
over-emphasized. It is the first devel- 


opment which seems to offer definite 
promise and seems to point the way to a 
satisfactory solution. The Department 
wishes to take this occasion to commend 
you for the ingenuity and skill with 
which you attacked the problem, as well 
as for your initiative and zeal.”

(Continued from First Page) 
made the best compromise that could be 
worked based on the recommendations of the 
commander in chief, United States Fleet and 
on past experience, Those allowances proved 
adequate as the minimum required for effec 
tice peace-time operation, training, and up 
keep, but in view of the number of new ships 
now authorized and being built, and of the 
decommissioned ships which must be placed 
in service immediately in case of emergency, 
it is considered necessary that appropriate 

increases in the personnel be obtained, 

The maintenance of an adequate and prop- 
erly balanced officer personnel continues to 
be a difficult and complicated matter * * * 

The officer personnel has not kept pace with 
the enlisted personnel nor with the increase 
of the fleet by newly commissioned vessels. 
The graduating class of the Naval Academy 
was relatively small. With the usual losses 
throughout the year, the line strength re- 
mained constant, 6.341 on June 30, 1937, as 
compared with 6,340 on the preceding June 30. 
Recognizing that 7,941 line officers are neces- 
sary to man the pencetime treaty Navy now 
nearly completed, an obvious deficiency 
exists, ameliorated in part by the assignment 
of aviation cadets to sea duty as they gradu 
ate from the Pensacola course. In conse- 
quence of this shortage in the number It has 
not been practicable to furnish vessels of the 
fleet with their full allowance of officers. The 
maintenance of the Naval Academy on a four- 
appointment basis is necessary to make up 
for annual losses and to provide an annual 
increment toward the increase of the line 
strength. As a further means of reducing the 
deficiency, by retaining on active duty officers 
who would otherwise under existing law pass 
to the retired list, the enactment of the pend- 
ing legislation for the creation of a trans- 
ferred regulars list is most desirable. 


Urges Additional Marines 

Increase during the year of the “readi- 
ness for action” of the Marine Corps was 
reported by the Secretary. Urging an in- 
crease in strength and of pay levels for 
the Corps, Mr. Swanson said: 

The Marine Corps has, during the fiscal 
year 1937, by exercising the strictest economy 
in the use of its limited numbers and re- 
sources increased the readiness for action of 
the Fleet Marine Force and placed its recruit- 
ing service, garrisons at naval stations, and 
reserves on a footing which, in the event of 
a national emergency, will make the max!- 
mum number of officers and men available in 
the shortest possible time. 

Appropriations for the fiscal year 1937 per- 
mitted an average enlisted strength of 16,500 
men, It is believed essential that the Marine 
Corps should have an orderly increase of 
personne! in order to provide the necessary 
Marine detachments and guards for new ships 
and expanding naval activities, 

The pay of officers of the Marine Corps is 
the same as the pay of officers of correspond- 
ing ranks in the Navy. The pay of enlisted 
men is the same as the pay of enlisted men 
of corresponding ranks in the Army. Com- 
ments submitted in this report relative to the 
pay of personnel of the Navy are applicable 
to the personnel of the Marine Corps. 


Views Naval Aviation and Airship Policy 

Declaring lighter-than-air policy to be 
still under study, Secretary Swanson 
praised the performance of the large 
patrol planes, once the object of consider- 
able controversy, in his comment on naval 
aviation. He stated: 

Naval aviation has continued to maintain 
high standards of performance. Gains have 
been made in the fields of material and per- 
sonnel, while operations of aircraft with the 
fleet have been extended, and their coordina- 
tion with other elements of fleet strength has 
been advanced. The performance of patrol 
planes now being procured in quantity is so 
outstanding as to deserve particular comment, 
mass air deliveries having been made to 
points as far distant as Hawaii and the Canal 
Zone. 

The Navy's policy with regard to rigid 
lighter-than-air craft is still under considera- 
tion and is being carefully studied. 

There has been a revived interest in non- 
rigid airships, or blimps, and a growing ap- 
preciation of the value of this type for certain 
activities, 

New Naval Reserve Program 

Discussing the Naval Reserve, the Sec- 
retary revealed that a five year expansion 
program had been approved for this arm 
of the defense, stating: 

The importance to the Navy of a strong and 
well-trained Naval Reserve for major emerg- 
encies must be stressed. A very satisfactory 


state of efficiency and zeal now exists in the 
present organization but increased funds and 





facilities are needed to provide for the train- 
ing of additional Reserve personne! afloat and 
ashore. 

Considering the limited funds appropriated 
and made avaliable for this purpose, the pro 
curement and training of officers and men for 
the Naval Reserve is proceeding in a satisfac 
tory manner, although it is still inadequate 
to meet contemplated needs during the initial 
stages of a major emergency. A 5-year de- 
velopment program was adopted about the 
middle of the year for building up to re uire 
ments over a period of years. The fulfillment 
of this program will depend upon appropria- 
tions. 

Sees Danger in Building Delays 

Commenting on the delays in the build- 
ing program occasioned by strikes, new 
legislation, changes in design, ete., the 
Secretary said: 

The importance of continuing an orderly 
program of needed additions and replace 
ments from year to year without lapses must 
be stressed. Any interruptions in such a pro 
gram result not only in reducing the effec- 
tiveness of the fleet and jeopardizing the 
national security, but lead to increased costs 
connected with sporadic and intensive con 
struction necessary to make up for lapses. 
s-** 

Due to various causes, of them be 
yond the control of the Navy Department, 
completion of new ships building by both 
private contractors and navy yards has con- 
tinued to be handicapped and delayed. It is 
hoped that this unsatisfactory condition may 
be improved during the coming year. * * * 

The Walsh-Healey Act, Public, No. 846 
Seventy-fourth Congress, approved June 30, 
1936, which became effective on September 29, 
1936, imposing new contractual representa- 
tions and stipulations, has slowed up procure 
ment in many lines of material. Shortly after 
the law became effective, it appeared that the 
prescribed regulations would cause extensive 
delays in procurement of supplies and mate- 
rials and might seriously interfere with the 
Navy's shipbuilding program. The most 
serious problem was that created by the in- 
ability of the Navy to secure adequate bids 
on steel, There were like interferences, but 
in lesser degrees, in the procurement of cop- 
per and machine tools. Many of the problems 
first occurring have since disappeared and as 
a general rule contracts are being made for 
execution subject to the representations and 
stipulations of the act without much objec- 
tion. © © © 

During the year there has been a marked 
increase in prices and a falling off in the 
bidding. The average number of bids received 
per lot of material has decreased approxi- 
mately 30 percent. Just what part of this 
increase in cost and reduction in the number 
of bids which may be attributed to the Walsh- 
Healey Act, the Vinson Trammel Act, etc., 
cannot be determined. The general improve- 
ment in business with the increased demands 
from commercial sources have undoubtedly 
had much influence on the bidding. * * * 

The Navy Department is definitely appre- 
hensive regarding the results to our national 
defense of the increasing amount of restric- 
tive legislation dealing with the procurement 
of material and execution of contracts for 
naval work. The Department is in favor of 
efforts to prevent collusive bidding, to prevent 
excessive profits at the expense of the tax- 
payer, and to prevent sweatshop methods and 
exploitation of labor. The utmost care should, 
however, be exercised to insure that attempts 
to accomplish such desirable ends do not re- 
sult in such inordinate delays, limited compe- 
tition and high prices as not only will defeat 
the purpose of such laws, but will also result 
in delaying the Navy tin reaching that 
strength, efficiency, and up-to-dateness which 
this country has the right to expect and 
demand, * * * 

Auxiliary and the Merchant Marine 

Appropriation of funds next year for 
the construction of the four auxiliary 
ships authorized by Congress for which 
money has not been supplied was urged 
by the Secretary. Further authorization 
and money should be provided in subse- 
quent years, he declared, “following a 
consistent plan to supply the urgent need 
for these vessels.” Most of our auxiliaries 
are slow and over age, and unable to 
perform effectively their peace-time 
duties, he added. Besides thus filling the 
peace-time auxiliary ship needs of the 
Navy and providing the war quota of 
those that have no commercial use, Secre- 
tary Swanson urged “the creation of a 
merchant marine of modern fast vessels” 
as an “essential” auxiliary war reserve. 

Reporting on the work of the Naval 
Observatory and the Hydrographic Office, 
the transfer of which have been often 
proposed, the Secretary declared that the 
former has been “of essential value to 
the national defense at sea,” and that 
the latter “is a vital military adjunct to 
the fleet.”

It is desired that all officers named 
above who are on duty on foreign service 
have their physical examinations com- 
pleted and forwarded not later than Feb. 
1, 1938, and those on duty in the continen- 
tal limits of the United States, not later 
than March 1, 1988, to insure early dis- 
covery of temporary physical defects and 
ample time for their correction prior to 
the opening of the course. 

Ofticers above who find that their cur- 
rent assignment makes timely completion 
of annual physical examinations imprac- 
ticable will report same to The Adjutant 
General through channels not later than 
the above mentioned dates, stating rea- 
sons, and whether or not, to the best of 
their knowledge and belief, they are 
physically fit. 


Additional Personnel Urged 

Pointing to “present disturbed inter- 
national conditions,” Rear Adm. Adol- 
phus Andrews, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, urged this week that war 
complements be maintained on combatant 
ships of the Fleet. 

Increase in both the ofticer and enlisted 
strength of the Navy and Naval Reserve 
wus recommended by Admiral Andrews 
in his annual report to the Secretary. By 
continuing the present four-appointment 
basis at the Naval Academy, he said, the 
Line officer strength eventually can be 
raised to the required 7,941 officers, and 
to fill vacancies pending that date he 
advocated passage of the Vinson bill, 
establishing a Transferred Regulars List. 

An increase in pay for the Naval 
Service and restoration of the reenlist- 
ment allowance was recommended by the 
Navigation Chief. Construction of bar- 
racks and quarters at Annapolis, Md., in 
the Panama Canal Zone and in Hawaii, 
was urged. Discussing the needs of the 
Naval Academy, Admiral Andrews advo- 
cated placing active naval officers with 
recent duty in the Fleet on the annual 
Board of Visitors to the Academy. Ex- 
tracts from his report follow: 

Personnel Shortage 

Appropriations for the fiscal year 1937 pro 
vide for an average enlisted strength of 
96,500 men, as compared with 88,000 allowed 
for 1936. With the commissioning of new 
vessels in the Fleet, however, no substantial 
gain could be made toward the desirable end 
of manning the Fleet to 100% of complement; 
the allowances of vessels average 86.1% of 
the enlisted complement as compared with 
85.9% for 1936. Except for vessels in reduced 
commission, this represents an 85% allowance 
for the larger ships, with increased percent 
age allowances for submarines and certain 
auxiliaries, 

This 85% allowance is adequate for the 
peacetime training and operation of the in 
dividual ships. In emergency the additional 
15% of complement will be supplied in large 
part by former enlisted men now in the Fleet 
Naval Reserve. The assembly and transpor 
tation of these men will occasion some delay 
however, and their further assimilation with 
in the trained organization of the combatant 
ships will require time, which may well not 
be available in the present disturbed inter 
national conditions. Furthermore, it appears 
desirable that all Naval Reserve personnel, 
particularly the experienced long service ex 
enlisted men of the Navy, be available for 
manning combatant and auxiliary vessels 
now decommissioned but ready for re-com 
missioning in emergency, and for manning 
the many auxiliaries which will be obtained 
from the Merchant Marine. For these reasons 
it is highly desirable that vessels of the Fleet 
should be fully manned with complements of 
war strength. 





Officer Situation 

The officer personnel has not kept pace with 
the enlisted personnel nor with the increase 
of the Fleet by newly commissioned vessels. 
The graduating class at the Naval Academy 
was relatively small. With the usual losses 
throughout the year, the Line strength re 
mained constant, 6,341 on June 30, 1937, as 
compared with 6,340 on the preceding June 
30. Recognizing that 7,941 Line officers are 
necessary to man the peacetime Treaty Navy 
now nearly completed, an obvious deficiency 
exists, ameliorated only in part by the assign 
ment of aviation cadets to sea duty as they 
graduate from the Pensacola course, In con 
sequence of this shortage in the number it 
has not been practicable to furnish vessels 
of the Fleet with their full allowance of 
officers, The maintenance of the Naval 
Academy on a 4-appointment basis Is neces 
sary, to make up for annual losses and to 
provide an annual increment toward the in 
crease of the Line strength. As a further 
means of reducing the deficiency by retaining 
on active duty officers who would otherwise 
under existing law pass to the retired list, 





the enactment of the pending legislation for 
the creation of a Transferred Regular List 
is most desirable. 

The problem of supplying officers to fill 
the needs of an expanding fleet and shore 
establishment has, as last year, been some- 
what beyond the procurement means of the 
Bureau of Navigation The commissioning 
of new vessels and the increase of some 
phases of the shore establishment, without 
any increase in the total commissioned line 
personnel, has resulted in a gradual decrease 
of allowances until the various units are un- 
desirably pared down, As the naval forces 
are increasing more rapidly than the supply 
of commissioned personnel, it will be neces- 
sary for some time in the future to decrease 
the individual allowances of ships, unless 
possible future legislation, as earlier dis 
cussed, delays the retirement of officers in 
the middle and higher grades and thus re- 
duces the loss of their services. 

The end of the preceding fiscal year found 
the Navy with 6,340 line officers (including 
additional numbers) and a total, including 
staff and warrant officers, of 9,735. The num 
ber of line officers remained almost constant 
during the fiscal year 1937 (the period cov- 
ered by this report), actually increasing by 
one officer to 6,341. The increase in staff and 
warrant officers, however, was slightly great- 
er, and the total number of officers was ac- 
cordingly increased by 92 to 9,827. 

The Chaplain Corps was increased from 
76 to 83 during the fiscal year and it is ex- 
pected to increase it further to 090 during the 
next fiscal year (1938). 


Barracks and Quarters 
The housing difficulties noted in my pre- 





vious report in the Canal Zone and at Pearl 
Harbor have continued, No relief is antici- 
pated in the forthcoming fiscal year, but esti- 
mates for appropriations provide for substan- 
tial building in the Canal Zone in 1980; i 
is earnestly hoped that the necessary ap- 
propriations will follow from these estimates 
in order that a partial relief to the unsanli- 
tary and trying housing conditions for per- 
sonnel on duty in the Canal Zone may be 
afforded, Subsequent appropriation should 
follow to complete the rectification of those 
conditions. 

At Pearl Harbor a major housing project 
has been recommended by the Shore Station 
Development Board with a high priority, 
subject however to the authorization for the 
acquisition of land, Early action to this ef- 
fect and the construction of an adequate

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Additional Personnel Urged 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
number of quarters as soon as practicable 

is urgently recommended. 

This Bureau has in general urged housing 
projects only in relatively isolated localities, 
where other practicable habitations were not 
available; such is the case in the Canal Zone 
and in Pearl Harbor. In most continental 
naval stations proper quarters can be ob- 
tained in adjacent cities, and no increase in 
housing facilities at those stations has been 
favorably considered by the Bureau, In 
Annapolis however no such satisfactory con- 
dition exists, There are but few houses or 
apartments that can be procured, even at 
high rentals; there are government quarters 
for but 88 families (and 28 of these quarters 
are original “temporary’ structures now 
nearing 20 years old) to supply 6 officers 
serving at the Naval Academy and the Post- 
graduate School. The construction of addi- 
tional government quarters is urgently recom- 
mended; the cost will be liquidated by the 
saving to the government of the rental allow- 
ances Impounded. 

Enlisted Personnel 

For the fiscal year the percentage of re- 
enlistments was 81.75 per cent, To fill the 
vacancies caused by men lost through non- 
reenlistment and from other causes, and to 
provide for the allowed inerease, 15,484 men 
were recruited from 129,510 applicants. 

Continued effort has been and is being 
made toward reduction in turn-over of per- 
sonnel by keeping Special-Order discharges 
at a minimum, by permitting two-year ex- 
tensions only after a first enlistment, and 
one-year extensions only for the purpose of 
completing service for transfer to the Fleet 
Naval Reserve.

Fleet Command Changes 

Major changes in the flag commands 
of the Navy were made by the President 
this week. 

Marking a departure from the prece-

cer strength of the Medical and Dental 
Corps and to provide two additional As- 
sistant Surgeon Generals, one a Dental 
officer. 


This virtually assures passage of the | 


measure, as it has already passed both 
houses of Congress and needs only Senate 
approval of House amendments and the 
signature of the President to become law. 
The bill (S. 2463) originated in the Sen- 
ate, and as it passed that body, last ses- 
sion authorized 100 additional medical 
officers and 50 additional dental officers. 
The House Military Committee, however, 
had been considering legislation to en- 
large the two Corps still further and when 
it came over amended it to authorize 200 
more doctors and 100 more dentists, and 
in addition to provide two additional 
branch chiefs for the Medical Department 
with the rank of brigadier general, one 
of which should be the Chief of the Den- 
tal Service. 

The bill was approved by the House in 
this form and sent back to the Senate for 
action on the amendments. The Senate 
Military Committee asked the War De- 
partment for its views on the measure 
and when the session ended it was still 
under study at the Bureau of the Budget. 
The report of the Budget and the War 
Department was sent to the Senate Com- 
mittee recently and as they do not oppose 
the bill, it is expected that early in the 
session the Senate will concur in the 
House amendments and the measure will 
become law. 

Under the measure the authorized 
strength of the Medical Corps will be in- 
creased to 1,183, while the Dental Corps 
will have its officer complement raised to 
258. The present authorized strength of 
the Medical Corps is 1,033, while that of 
the Dental Corps is 188, the current ap- 
propriation bill allowing 50 additional 
medical officers and 25 additional dental 
officers. It is planned to provide funds for 
adding a like number of officers annually 
for the next three years. The measure 
also authorizes dental officers to count 
service as contract dental surgeon and 
acting contract dental surgeon for retire- 
ment purposes, 

The War Department report—*‘favor- 
able” in that it does not oppose the 
measure—-marks something of a reversal 
of stand on their part; for while the in- 
crease in officer strength was agreeable 
to the Department, the provision for ad- 
ditional assistant branch chiefs was dis- 
approved only a few months ago. A study 
of the need for additional branch heuds 
for all of the arms and services has been 
underway in the Department and it was 
held that no one branch should be given 
an additional general officer separately. 
Considerable political pressure was 
exerted in behalf of the bill, however, the 


American Dental Association among 
others being actively behind it. 
Opposes Sales Tax 

Snactment of the Schwartz bill, 


authorizing States and territories and 
their political subdivisions to tax goods 
sold on Government reservations, is op- 
posed by the Department of Interior in- 
sofar as it would apply to sales by con- 
cessionaires at national parks. 

“If the State taxing laws were ex- 
tended to these areas,” Acting Secretary 
of the Interior Charles West informed 
the Senate Finance Committee, “it would 
have the effect of taxing the people of 
all the states for the benefit of the State 
in which the particular area is located 





without any contribution by the State 
toward the maintenance of the areas.” 

Strong opposition previously has been 
expressed to the bill (S. 929) by Secre- 
tury of War Woodring, Secretary of the 
Navy Swanson and CCC Director Fech- 
ner, The measure would make all goods 
sold by commissaries, post exchanges, 
and ships’ stores and ships’ service stores 
on shore subject to States, county and 
municipal taxation. The Treasury De- 
partment, reporting on the measure as to 
its applicability to the Coast Guard, fav- 
ored its passage. 

The Interior Department, in its report 
to the Senate Committee, did not line 
up with the War and Navy Departments 
hehind the bill, however, declaring that 
it would favor the bill, provided national 
parks were excluded.

Developments in Brazil 

The political situation in Brazil, with 
the president setting himself up as 4 
virtual dictator, his government pat 
terned on the fase'st type, almost a& 
suredly ends consideration of the pre 
posals that the United States lend six 
destroyers to Brazil for the purpose of 
training Brazilian sailors in preparation 
for their handling of new ships that are 
building for the Brazilian Navy. 

Congress would hardly consider ap 
proving legislation permitting the lend- 
ing of American warships to a fascist 
government on the western hemisphere, 
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it is considered. There has always beet 
the closest liaison between the United 
States and Brazil, American Naval off 
cers being detailed in an advisory capac 
ity to the government of the South 
American country, and American final 
cial and political interests being closely 
aligned to the Brazilians. 





Extra Pay for Reporting 

In accordance with the law passed 
last August, the War Department has 
included in Army Regulations 35-4120 4 
provision authorizing the payment of 
extra pay at the rate of not exceeding ! 
cents for each one hundred words takeo 
in shorthand and transcribed by enlisted 
men detailed to serve as stenographie 
reporters for general courts mart 
courts of inquiry. military commissions 
and retiring boards. 
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Establish Navy Staff 

The establishment of an advisory and 
consulting staff under the Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy was put into effect 
this week. Announcement of the reorgan- 
jzation was made by Assistant Secretary 
Edison in a carefully worded Memoran- 
dum sent to all bureaus and offices of the 
Navy Department. 


To avoid any opposition from Depart- 
mental bureau chiefs, Mr. Edison rather 
leaned backward in insisting that no en- 
eroachment of their functions was in- 
volved. And while the prevailing opinion 
was to accept the move as a simple re- 
organization of the Shore Establishments 
Division, some wondered whether Secre- 
tary Edison’s statement, in an interview 
with the ARMy AND Navy JouRrNAL last 
week, that the new staff would assist him 
“in my duty of advising the Secretary 
generally” as well as in his assigned func- 
tion of supervising the industrial side of 
the Navy, did not mean an attempt to 
widen the powers of the Assistant Secre- 
tary. 

Some confusion seems to exist in many 
officers’ minds as to the powers and duties 
of the Assistant Secretary of the Navy. 
The law simply states that he shall per- 
form such duties as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Navy or required by 
law and in the absence of the Secretary, 
perform the duties of Secretary of the 
Navy. Under Navy Regulations and ex- 
isting General Orders, the Assistant Sec- 
retary has been specifically assigned to 
supervise the shore establishments and 
also the preparation of the annual 
budget estimates. A difference of opinion 
apparently exists as to whether he has 
any further duties as an advisor to the 
Secretary on general naval matters. It 
is contended on one hand that the Assis- 
tant Secretary has nothing to do with 
military matters, except when he is act- 
ing as Secretary and as a matter of prac- 
tice he usually is not consulted on them, 
However, it might well be considered that 
as the Assistant Secretary and first in 
line to act in the absence of the Secretary, 
he might have wider powers. The extent 
of his duties and powers, actually how- 
ever is not a question of law so much as 
the desire of the Secretary. 

The present reorganization of the As- 
sistant Secretary’s office provides that 
the Director of Shore Establishments 
shall head the “Advisory and Consulting 
Staff’ as it is called. He, according to 
an outline accompanying the Memoran- 
dum issued this week, will (1) have 
charge of the Shore Establishments Divi- 
sion, (2) act as consultant and advisor 
to the Assistant Secretary, (3) make 
visits of inspection, (4) have charge of 
war plans, (5) effect liaison with other 
Department offices and bureaus, and (6) 
perform “such other duties as the Assis- 
tant Secretary may direct.” Rear Adm. 
H. E. Lackey, takes this “chief of staff” 
job. 


Under him there will be four sections. 
A Navy Yard Management Section, 
headed by Capt. Charles W. Fisher, CC, 
USN, who will have cognizance of Navy 
Yard work loads, industrial relations, 
trade jurisdiction, liaison with the Labor 
Department, safety engineering and liai- 
son with the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair. An Engineering Duty Only cap- 
tain or commander is to be ordered to 
take over Section B, “Plant and Facilities 
Section,” which will advise as to machine 
and others tools and facilities, including 
inspections, manufacturing processes, 
Plant maintenance and lay-out, liaison 
with the Bureau of Engineering. 

An Appointment and Information Sec- 
tion, headed by Capt. Ray Spear, SC, 
USN, will have charge of statistics, de- 
Partmental administration of Group IV- 
Bemployees, compilation of statistics and 
feneral information, and liaison with the 
Civil Service Commission and Bureau of 
“upplies and Accounts. A Public Works 
Section, headed by Lt. Comdr. ©. W. 
Porter, CEC, USN, will have liaison with 
te Bureau of Yards and Docks and with 
“Ne Judge Advocate General’s Office on 
- estate matters, and will advise as to 

matters pertaining to public works 
and public utilities, 

Aside from this staff, there will be a 
Personal staff, consisting of his Aide, 





Comdr. H. J. Nelson, USN, and his Assis- 
tant, Mr. Lewis Compton. 

The text of the Memorandum announc- 
ing the change follows: 

1. To facilitate the business of the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, the attached functional 
organization ouline is issued for the informa- 
tion and guidance of Bureaus and offices of 
the Department and to indicate the flow of 
detailed matters to and from the Assistant 
Secretary. 

2. The Organization outline contemplates 
staff functions of an advisory and consulting 
character in the Shore Establishments Divi- 
sion of the Office, and a consolidation of re- 
lated functions into four major groups, under 
a Director of the Shore Establishments Divi- 
sion. By the addition of staff functions to the 
Shore Establishments Division, detailed liai- 
son between Department Bureaus and offices 
and the Assistant Secretary of the Navy will 
be facilitated. 

3. The organization as indicated does not 
affect any existing General Orders or Regula- 
tions pertaining to the Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy or the Shore Establishments 
Division, nor does it in any way alter the legal 
responsibility or authortiy of other Depart- 
ment Offices and Bureaus. The organization 
will remain in effect until further notice.

Reenlistment Allowance 

It is expected that the Administration 
again will recommend that the reenlist- 
ment allowance be suspended for another 
year. Permanent law provides for this 
bonus, but since the old Economy wave 
Act was passed five years ago the Ad- 
ministration has recommended each year 
that this bonus be suspended, and a rider 
to this effect has been added to appropria- 
tion bills. 

The Secretary of War and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy have always recom- 
mended in their annual reports that the 
allowance be restored. However this 
year, it is significant, that the Secretary 
of the Navy in his annual report made no 
mention of the matter, indicating that 
the navy department will not push it. 
However, a fight for restoration will be 
made in Congress.

Favors Wyatt Plan 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The proposed Navy promotion plan of 
Lieutenant Commander Wyatt, published 
by you in a recent issue, is a real step 
forward in Service thought along this 
vital line. It is hoped that Congress 
and the Department are not so irrevo- 
cably committed to the Vinson and Maas 
bills that they cannot give this proposal 
the consideration its merits justify. 

Stripped of the non-essentials neces- 
sary to fit any new scheme into an exis- 
ting organization, the proposed bill bene- 
fits the Navy in many ways. 

First and foremost it provides every- 





one fit to remain in the Navy with as- 
surance that he will have a job during 
the more active part of his life. Further, 
it enables the man of outstanding ability 
to step ahead of his place in line which 
has heretofore been fixed by schoolday 
ability. The uncertainty and actual 
dread now felt by lieutenants and lieu- 
tenant commanders as their number 
comes up will be done away with and 
replaced by the sense of security which 
a well rounded system embodying re- 
ward and fair elimination generates, 

Ten per cent of any group, service or 
civilian, can be eliminated with benefit 
to the whole. Twenty per cent elimina- 
tion will get some of the plodders. But 
when you start lopping of thirty, forty, 
and fifty per cent, or more, in the lieu- 
tenant and lieutenant commander grade 
you are bound to waste good men. True, 
if they are retired, they are available in a 
national emergency. In most cases though, 
their training will stop with retirement, 
and this means that their ability will 
fall off. 

Secondly, it saves money both on the 
active and retired list without working 
undue hardship on anyone. 

Thirdly, it fits the Navy for rapid ex- 
pansion. It is in the grade of lieutenant 
that one gets the training and experience 
to curry him through the senior ranks. 
His judgment will continue to mature 
but he will never again have the varied 
duties which so round out his knowledge. 
Normally, one’s lieutenant commander 
und commander cruises are limited to 
one or two jobs where the experience of 
previous years is put to the test. As 
you leave the lieutenants list you are 
called on more each year to plan and 
execute problems you have met and 
studied as a younger officer. The extra 
time as a lieutenant is well spent and 
will give wiser heads in responsible jobs 
in peace time or the rapid expansion of 
war. 

It is believed that this plan will im- 
prove service morale and efficiency im- 
measurably, and far outclasses any other 
proposed.

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Merchant Marine and Defense 

Asserting that there are only two sound 
considerations that justify the expendi- 
ture of public funds to maintain a foreign- 
going fleet by the United States, the Mari- 
time Commission in its comprehensive re- 
port on its economic survey concludes that 
these considerations are the importance 
of shipping to foreign commerce and the 
relationship that exists between merchant 
vessels and national defense. 

War requirements, the commission 
states, place the merchant service in a 
position second only to that of the armed 
forces in the maintenance of an adequate 
defense establishment. 

In its discussion of the Importance of 
Shipping to National Defense, the com- 
mission’s report states: 


Text of Report 

Even more important, perhaps, than its role 
in the development of commerce is the vital 
relationship that exists between the merchant 
marine and national defense. Many authori- 
ties regard the latter consideration as the 
more important of the two, a view which is 
supported by the fact that national defense 
is placed ahead of trade as an objective of the 
Merchant Marine acts of 1920, 1928 and 1936. 
It is obvious that national defense is an im- 
portant, if not the primary, justification for 
the maintenance of American vessels in foreign 
trade. 

The Commission has had the collaboration 
of all of the defense agencies of the Govern- 
ment in the preparation of this survey. 
Although, for obvious reasons, it would not 
be advisable to divulge the Nation's plans for 
defense, it is possible to indicate in a rough 
way our probable shipping requirements 
should we be so unfortunate as to become in- 
volved in a war. These requirements place 
the merchant service in a position second only 
to that of the armed forces in the maintenance 
of an adequate defense establishment. 

The Commission believes that, although the 
United States has renounced war as an in- 
strument of national policy, and although our 
national policies do not contemplate the send- 
ing of expeditionary forces abroad, neverthe- 
less it would be well to be prepared for any 
contingency, including the contingency of 
fighting away from our own shores, The 
policy of the American people has been tradi- 
tionally a policy of peace. We have not sought 
nor do we seek, trouble with any nation. 
The foreign policy of the United States for 
the past few years is striking proof of our 
desire to avoid conflict. Nevertheless, when 
the United States has been embroiled in war, 
we have invariably turned to offense as the 
best means of defense. The same would un- 
doubtedly be true again were we to be forced 
into another conflict. 

The Merchant Marine is an essential part of 
naval operations. The United States, with 60 
harbors and 7,000 miles of coastline, is pecu- 
liarly dependent upon the Navy for defense. 
Although various claims have been made con- 
cerning the percentage of naval strength at- 
tributable to commercial vessels, the deter- 
mination of such percentage is believed to be 
an impossible and unnecessary task. The 
question of relative importance, it might be 
said, is about on a par with endeavoring to 
determine the comparative value of the lungs 
and the heart to a human being. For the pur- 
poses of this study, it is only necessary to 
state that a large volume of merchant tonnage 
is necessary to the effective funtioning of the 
armed forces of the Nation in time ef trouble, 


Over-all Requirements 

Careful study of all possible contingencies 
indicates that the military forces would re- 
quire, in the event of war with a major power, 
a minimum of 1,000 merchant ships of all 
types, aggregating about 6,000,000 gross tons, 
These vessels would be required in the early 
stages of a conflict for technical military pur- 
poses, and represent but a fraction of the 
number that would ultimately be necessary 
in case of prolonged hostilities. 

We now have available under the American 
flag some 1,400 seagoing vessels of 2,000 gross 
tons or more. Approximately 400 of these 





vessels are engaged in foreign trade; 800, in- 
cluding 300 tankers, are in the coastwise 
trade; approximately 200 are in lay-up. It 
will thus be seen that the thousand vessels 
considered necessary for minimum military 
requirements are at present available, 
although the majority of the ships are old and 
slow and some do not meet technical require- 
ments with regard to size. 

In view of the foregoing figures, it might be 
argued that the United States should maintain 
a much larger merchant marine than that now 
in existence. The Commission has given 
earnest consideration to this viewpoint. We 
have been given to understand that the present 
fleet, if rejuvenated through an orderly re- 
placement program, will meet the principal 
needs of our defense agencies. It is not be- 
lieved, however, that we should permit the 
ocean-going fleet to fall much below its 
present size, even though, through consolida- 
tions and replacements, the efficiency of the 
various lines is increased. 

It has been suggested that the Commission 
maintain a pool of 200 laid-up vessels for pos- 
sible use in an emergency. These vessels 
would prove extremely valuable if foreign 
carriers, for any reason, should be withdrawn 
from our trades. This was the case in 1926, 
when British vessels were tied up by a coal 
strike. The United States Shipping Board 
took 100 vessels from lay-up, placed them in 
various trade routes, and, it has been esti- 
mated, increased the national income several 
hundred million dollars by moving goods 
which otherwise could not have been ex- 
ported. The Commission believes that such 
a pool of vessels should be maintained and has 
taken steps to keep the present laid-up fleet 
intact. There are now 113 vessels in this fleet, 
practically all of which are considered to have 
sufficient value for commercial and miltary 
purposes to warrant their further preserva- 
tion. These vessels will be kept for an in- 
definite period, thus giving us a reserve for 
possible use in time of emergency. Keeping 
this laid-up fleet off the market will also re- 
move one handicap to new construction on 
the part of private operators. 





Financial Digest 

The condition statement of weekly re- 
porting member banks in 101 leading 
cities shows the following principal 
changes for the week ended November 
8: Decreases of $19,000,000 in commer- 
cial, industrial and agricultural loans 
and $55,000,000 in loans to brokers and 
dealers in securities; an increase of 
$35,000,000 in holdings of United States 
Government direct obligations and a de- 
crease of $22,000,000 in “Other securi- 
ties”; decreases of $194,000,000 in de- 
mand deposits-adjusted and $24,000,000 
in Government deposits; an increase of 
$94,000,000 in deposits credited to do- 
mestic banks and a decrease of $16,000,- 
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000 in deposits credited to foreign banks. 


Commercial, industrial and agricul- 
tural loans declined $9,000,000 in the 
Boston district, $8,000,000 in the Cleve- 
land district and $19,000,000 at all re- 
porting member banks. Loans to brokers 
and dealers in securities declined $47,- 
000,000 in New York City and $55,000,- 
000 at all reporting member banks. 

Holdings of United States Govern- 
ment direct obligations increased $58,- 
000,000 in New York City and declined 
$17,000,000 in the Richmond district, all 
reporting member banks showing a net 
increase of $35,000,000 for the week. 
Holdings of “Other securities” declined 
$17,000,000 in New York City and $22,- 
000,000 at all reporting member banks. 

Demand deposits-adjusted declined in 
nearly all districts, the principal de- 
creases being $129,000,000 in New York 
City, $35,000,000 in the Chicago district, 
$15,000,000 in the San Francisco dis- 
trict, $11,000,000 in the Cleveland dis- 
trict and $194,000,000 at all reporting 
member hanks. Government deposits de- 
clined $12,000,000 in New York City and 
$24.000,000 at all reporting. member 
banks. 

Deposits credited to domestic banks 
increased $67,000,000 in New York City, 
$10,000,000 in the Chicago district, 
$8,000,000 each in the Boston and Cleve- 
land districts and $94,000,000 at all re- 
porting member banks. Deposits credited 
to foreign banks declined $16,000,000 in 
New York City. 

Borrowings of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks amounted to $13,000,000 on 
November 3, an increase of $7,000,000 
for the week.

On October 1, 1937, American shipyards 
were building or had under contract to 
build for private shipowners, exclusive 
of vessels previously launched, 155 veg. 
sels aggregating 315,884 gross tons, com. 
pared with 153 vessels aggregating 312, 
671 gross tons on September 1, 1937. 
The following data, compiled by the 
Bureau of Marine Inspection and Naviga- 
tion, Department of Commerce, show the 
number of vessels of steel and wood of 
100 gross tons and over, under construe.

The National Guard Association in 
its annual meeting at Montgomery, Ala., 
mapped out an important legislative 
program with a view to enacting laws in 
accordance with the program at the next 
session of Congress. 

Among those who addressed the Con- 
vention were Assistant Secretary of War, 
Louis L. Johnson, Representative Lister 
Hill, Chairman of the House Military 
Committee, Representative J. Buell 
Snyder, Chairman of the House Sub- 
Committee on War Department Ap- 
propriations, Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D. Gas- 


ser, Who represented General Malin 
Craig, Chief of Staff, USA, Maj. Gen. 
Albert Hl. Blanding, Chief of the Na- 


tonal Guard Bureau, Maj. Gen. Milton 
A. Reckord, Chairman of the Legisla- 
tive Committee of the National Guard 
Association, and Col. Sanderford Jar- 
wan, of the War Department General 
Staff. 

Following are some of the resolutions 
as extracted from the minutes of the 
Convention. 


General Staff Duty 


5 of the National Defense Act, as 
amended, provides that all policies and 
regulations affecting the organization, dis 
tribution and training of the National Guard 
shall be prepared by committees of the War 
Department General Staff, to which shall be 
added an equal number of officers from the 
National Guard of the United States; that 
there shall be not than five officers of 
the National Guard of the United States on 
duty in the War Department General Staff. 

The law clearly indicates that there must 
be not only equality of representation as to 
membership on General Staff committees but 
the same continuity of service therein. In 
effect, the full intent of this provision of the 
law is that to properly represent their com 
ponent in the War Department General Staff 
National Guard officers serving therein should 
be detailed thereto under the same general 
rile which govern Regular Army officers. No 
War Department policy should be evoked to 
weaken such intent. 

National Guard representation on the Gen 
eral Staff is primarily for the purpose of rep- 
resenting the National Guard of the United 
States in the War Deparment. It is not for 
the purpose of training these representatives 
in General Staff work. Proper representation 
is primary; training of the individuals is 
secondary. 

The War Department General Staff is the 
policy-making group for the Army. The Na 
tional Guard, in organization and personnel, 
is the largest component of the Army. As 
stich, and because of its special problems, 
this component through its representation 
should always be given full sympathetic con 
sideration.

Infantry Divisions, the four Cavalry Divi 
sions, the Anti-Aircraft and Coast Artillery 
Regiments. It has been repeatedly stated 
that all of these organizations can be com 
pleted within a strength of 210,500 enlisted 
men, plus the number of officers required by 
the tables of organization. For many years 
the National Guard was held at a strength 
of 190,000 officers and enlisted men, but two 
years ago, after presentation of the facts to 
Congress by this Association, the Congress 
provided the funds for annual increases of 
5,000 men each, two such increases having 
already become effective.

Additional Air Strength 

Large increases in our Air Force are being 
authorized from time to time in an effort to 
keep pace with other countries and to main- 
tain a proper Air defense.

It is undoubtedly a fact that many 
additional observation squadrons could be 
maintained in the National Guard if such a 
program were approved by the War Depart 
ment, 


Therefore, be it resolved, That the officers 
of this Association be directed to confer with 
the officials of the War Department with a 
view to securing the allotment of ten addi 
tional Squadrons to be maintained in the Na 
tional Guard.

tional Guard has not been entirely satisfac- 
tory in that under the provisions of law, Na- 
tional Defense Act, Section 4-c, such officers 
are not considered as serving with troops 
and are therefore practically precluded from 
service on the General Staff, where they would 
bring to the staff a better knowledge of the 
conditions under which the National Guard 
must operate in time of peace. This subject 
was invited to the attention of the Chief of 
Staff and the Secretary of War and a bill 
designed to correct the condition was pre 
sented to Congress by the Secretary of War. 
llowever, the language of this bill was so 
broad in its seope that the Congressional 
Committees have to date taken no favorable 
action thereon, 


It is the opinion of this Convention that 
this subject is of such importance to the fu 
ture of the National Guard that the matter 
should be pressed to a satisfactory conclusion.
